I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1957® 

The  report  follows  the  same  lines  as  previous  years  and  changes 
in  administrations^  if  anys  are  included  in  the  context  of  the 
Report# 

Vital  Statistics# 


The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  population  is  162,300 
” an  increase  of  600  as  compared  with  1956#  The  live  birth  rate 
for  the  year  is  14o86  per  1,000  population  compared  with  16.1  for 
England  and  Wales#  The  still-birth  rate  is  0o49  per  1,000  popul» 
ation#  There  has  been  a slight  increase  each  year  since  1953  in 
the  number  of  still-births  and  the  still-birth  rate#  This  is  most 
disappointing  especially  in  view  of  the  services  now  available  to 
the  expectant  mother,  and  the  findings  of  the  National  PeiL-Natal 
Survey  into  the  causes,  which  was  conducted  in  England  and  Wales 
in  March  1958  are  eagerly  awaited# 

The  infant  mortality  rate  ia  30  per  1,000  live  births  as  com- 
pared with  a figure  of  23  for  England  and  Wales# 

Two  maternal  deaths  were  recorded  during  the  year,  a reduc- 
tion on  that  of  the  previous  year  when  four  occurred# 

2,058  deaths  were  registered  during  the  year,  a rate  of  12e6 
per  1,000  population#  This  shows  very  little  change  from  the 
previous  year#  The  influenza  epidemic  in  September  had  no  undue 
effect  on  the  number  of  deaths# 

The  number  of  deaths  from  respiratory  tuberculosis  was  19  com- 
pared with  23  for  the  previous  year#  It  is  very  pleasing  to  record 
the  diminishing  mortality  from  this  disease  but  caution  should  still 
be  taken  when  considering  the  problem  of  tuberculosis#  The  Chest 
Physician  states  that,  in  spite  of  its  decline  in  mortality  and,  but, 
to  a lesser  extent  morbidity,  tuberculosis  is  still  a significant 
problem  and  will  continue  to  worry  us  for  some  years  to  come#  Res- 
piratory tuberculosis  amongst  the  elderly  appears  to  be  on  the  increase, 
especially  amongst  the  males  in  the  55  ” 65  age  group# 

Cancer  of  the  Lung# 

367  persons  died  from  cancer,  5 less  than  the  previous  year# 

85  persons  died  from  carninoma  of  the  lung  and  bronchus,  an  increase 
of  12  over  the  previous  year#  Of  the  85,  78  were  males  and  7 females# 
Of  the  78  males,  2 died  in  the  age  group  25  “ 44  and  42  in  the  group 
45  ^ 64# 

Durinp'  ^mar,  a statement  was  made  in  Parliament  relating 
to  the  interpretelicri  b tween  smoking  and  cancer  of  the  lung#  This 
report  was  maae  xn  the  light  of  a special  report  submitted  by  the 
Medical  Research  Council,  which  inferred  that  the  most  reasonable 
interpreation  of  the  very  great  increase  in  deaths  from  liang  cancer 
in  males  during  the  past  twenty-five  years,  is  that  a major  part  of  it 
is  caused  by  smoking  tobacco,  particularly  heavy  cigarette  smoking# 


Shortly  after  this  statement  was  made?  it  was  followed  by  a 
Ministerial  Circular?  which  pointed  out  that  local  health  authority 
ies  have  a statutory  duty  to  undertake  Health  Education  under  Section 
28  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  1946  and  ways  should  be  found  to 
convey  the  message  in  the  statement  to  the  public© 

After  a lengthy  dispussion  and  the  consideration  of  two  reports? 
the  Committee  decided  to  take  no  action©  The  view  was  expressed  that 
smokers  were  well  aware  of  the  risks  involved  and  that  it  was  a person- 
al matter  to  decide  whether  or  not  to  smoke*.  Nevertheless?  arrange- 
ments are  to  be  made  with  the  Local  Education  Authority  for  boys  in 
the  Secondary  Schools  to  receive  talks  from  Assistant  Medical  Officers 
with  a view  to  dissuading  them  from  smoking  and  advising  others  not  to 
start* 

From  the  nature  of  the  disease?  attention  has  been  focussed  on 
two  main  environmental  factors 

(a)  smoking  of  tobacco  and 

(b)  atmospheric  pollution 

The  extent  and  rapidity  of  the  increase  in  lung  cancer  point 
clearly  to  some  potent  environmental  influences  which  have  become 
prevalent  in  the  past  fifty  years?  and  to  which  different  countries? 
and  presumably  also  men  as  compared  with  women?  have  been  unequally 
exposed*  ' 

During  the  years  I955”57s'  the  department  has  carried  out  an 
enqxiiry  regarding  those  people  who  had  died  from  cancer  of  the  lung© 

The  health  visitors  were  entrusted  with  the  task  of  collecting 
information  relating  to  the  personal  habits  (eog©  smoking  and  drink- 
ing) of  the  deceased  as  well  as  certain  environmental  factors?  e©go 
nature  of  employment?  situation  of  employment  etc*  In  all?  104 
questionnaires  were  completed©  Only  20  were  non-smokers  and  of  the 
84  who  regularly  smoked?  67  smoked  less  than  20  cigarettes  daily© 

Following  a visit  to  the  Department  by  Dr©  Richard  Doll  of  the 
Statistical  Research  Unit  of  the  London  School  of  Hygiene?  in  regard 
to  oiu*  survey?  it  was  decided  that  sufficient  material  had  been  coll- 
ected and  an  investigation  with  a series  of  controls  for  compaidson 
pxirposes  might  be  very  helpful©  That  is?  to  investigate  cases  who 
had  died  of  other  dioeases?  of  the  same  age  group?  habits  and  environ- 
ment as  those  in  the  c^cer  of  the  lung  survey©  This  survey  will  be 
ready  for  the  next  annual  report© 

Background  Radiation© 

A few  months  prior  to  the  Prime  Minister's  statement?  the  Depart- 
ment had  been  engaged  in  carrying  out  an  extensive  survey  of  back- 
groxind  radiation?  using  a Radiac  Survey  Meter?  which  had  been  accur- 
ately calibrated  beforehand©  Many  parts  of  the  County  Borough  were 
visited?  and  several  repeat  readings  taken?  and  recorded  in  micro 
roentgens  per  hour©  Some  of  the  readings  in  certain  localities  were 
much  higher  than  the  majority  of  places  visited© 

Acting  on  the  advice  of  Dr©  Doll?  J contacted  Professor  Spiers 
of  the  Department  of  Medical  Physics?  University  of  Leeds?  who  event- 
ually visited  Swansea  and  discussed  the  problem  with  me©  He  also 
visited  some  of  the  sites  and  confirmed  some  of  our  previous  readings; 
as  a result  he  sent  one  of  his  assistants  here  to  work  with  us  during 
November?  using  special  apparatus©  His  readings  too  confirmed  our 
original  findings© 


Our  survey  covered  situations  from  sea  level  to  the  highest 
points  in  Swansea^  and  due  attention  paid  to  locations  facing 
the  prevailing  winds© 

Measurements  were  taken  in  and  on  industrial  spoil  banks  or 
tipsa  roadSj  outside  the  precincts  of  works^  fields^  adjacent 
houses?  bushes  etc*  The  highest  readings  were  recorded  amongst 
the  material  of  the  old  copper  tips?  and  in  certain  walls  which 
contained  slag  material* 

One  interesting  feature  was  that  road  surfacing  reduced  by 
half  the  reading  obtained  from  slag  material  used  for  road  making* 

Having  obtained  several  readings  from  many  areas  in  the  town? 
which  had  been  confirmed  by  subsequent  teets?  the  question  arose 
were  the  readings  significant?  due  regard  being  paid  to  cosmic 
radiation*  After  many  enquiries?  it  was  considered  that  the 
readings  -.W9  obtained?  in  spite  of  variations  from  place  to  place? 
were  in  keeping  with  normal  radiation  background?  and  did  not 
constitute  a dangerous  level  at  all* 

Infectious  Diseases  and  Artificial  Immunity* 

There  was  no  major  epidemic  of  any  of  the  notifiable  infec- 
tious diseases  during  the  year?  although  during  the  latter  part 
of  August?  September  and  October?  a large  outbreak  of  Influenza 
of  the  Asian  type  ocourred*  A short  report  is  included  in  the 
context  (page  -If  )* 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  that?  for  the  ninth  year  in  success- 
ion? there  has  been  no  notification  from  diphtheria*  There  is 
an  increase  from  JQO  to  1?061  in  the  number  of  children  under  one 
year  who  were  immunised  against  diphtheria?  and  whilst  this  figure 
is  an  improvement  on  previous  years?  it  is  still  far  short  of  the 
ideal* 


Nevertheless?  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that?  during  the  year 
vinder  review?  a great  deal  of  effort  was  concentrated  on  the  polio- 
myelitis vaccination  programme*  It  is?  however?  becoming  increas- 
ingly difficult  to  work  out  a satisfactory  time-table  for  a child 
to  receive  its  initial  inoculations  vdiich  include  smallpox?  whooping 
cough?  diphtheria  and  poliomyelitis*  Occasionally  the  programme  is 
further  complicated  because  the  infant  has  to  receive  BoCoO*  against 
tuberculosis  as  well* 

A short  report  on  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at 
Cockett  which  was  opened  in  October  1956  is  included  on  page 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare* 

Due  to  the  restrictions  on  capital  expenditure?  the  'building 
of  a new  Central  Clinic  has  been  j^ostponed*  Preparatory  talks 
have  been  held  with  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  and  it  is  hoped  that 
some  tangible  progress  will  be  made  by  the  year  1959/60* 

Relaxation  classes  have  been  introduced  at  the  Inte-Natal 
Clinics?  and  mothers  apeak  very  highly  of  the  benefit  received* 

During  the  year  great  difficulty  was  experienced  in  the  mid- 
wifery service?  owing  to  the  acute  shortage  of  midwives?  which  may 
well  continue  for  a long  time  to  come*  There  are  many  reasons  for 
the  shortage?  which  is  a national  one?  affecting  both  local  health 
and  hospital  services  respectively?  but  especially  the  former* 


Expectant  mothers  can  be  considered  as  forming  two  distinct 
groups^  those  wishing  to  be  confined  in  hospital  and  those  at  honie» 
the  former  group  being  in  the  vast  majorityo  Whether  they  are  to 
be  confined  in  hospital  or  notg  the  mothers  during  the  ante=natal 
peidod  have  a choice  of  attending  local  health  authority  clinics 9 
the  family  doctor  or  the  district  midwifej  or  all  threep  but  when 
the  case  is  admitted  to  hospital  neither  the  family  doctors  clinic 
doctor  nor  district  midwife  attends  at  the  confinement o 

Owing  to  the  demands  on  the  maternity  bedsj,  the  mothers  are 
discharged  on  the  twnth  day  of  the  puerperium  «rg  in  many  cases? 
before  that  day?  depending  on  the  need  to  admit  emergency  cases? 
owing  to  the  shortage  of  bedso  Many  instances  can  be  recalled 
where  mothers  and  babies?  when  fit?  have  been  discharged  on  the 
third  day  of  the  puerperiumo 

The  district  midwife  who  has  been  attending  the  patient 
during  the  ante°natal  period?  and  a firm  relationship  of  under^ 
standing  and  confidence  having  been  established  between  both?  finds 
that  the  very  important  work  comes  to  an  end?  and  that  she  no  longer 
plays  a part  in  the  confinement  when  the  mother  enters  hospital o A 
hospital  midwife?  a atranger  to  the  patient?  takes  over  and?  after 
the  birth  of  the  baby  and  early  discharge  of  mother  and  child  from 
hospital?  the  district  midwife  resumes  attending  the  case  once  more 
until  the  fourteenth  day?  in  accordance  with  Central  Midwives  Board 
Rules o This  very  serious  hiatus  in  the  work  of  the  district  mid^ 
wife  causes?  and  rightly  so?  a very  strong  feeling  of  resentment 
iriaich  is  so  disturbing  to  the  relationship  between  patient  and  mid” 
wifeo  The  midwife  is  bound  to  lose  heart  under  such  conditions? 
and  who  can  blame  her? 

These  two  facts  have  a very  marked  effect  in  getting  reciTiits 
into  'the  servicco  Secondly?  when  the  midwife  visits  the  home  of 
the  mother  after  her  early  discharge  from  hospital?  she  frequently 
finds  the  mother  fully  dressed  answering  the  door  or  out  shopping? 
and  often  hesitant  to  be  examined  or  that  she  thinks  it  is  unnecess” 
ary?  as  she  has  been  discharged  from  hospital  as  fits  The  midwife 
has  to  continue  visiting  until  the  JCourteenth  day?  according  to  the 
ruling  of  the  Board?  and?  vinder  such  circumstances?  the  visiting  is 
frequently  a waste  of  time  and  energyo 

Added  to  these  difficvilties  are  that  the  hours  of  duty  of 
midwives  are  most  \insatisfactory?  for  who  wants  to  work  a twenty” 
four  hour  day  on  the  district? 

Many  pupils  qualify  in  midwifery?  but  in  reality  very  few  of 
them  take  up  domiciliary  midwifery  as  a careero  They  use  their 
qualification  as  a stepping  stone  to  other  positions «.  I feel  con” 
fident  if  the  mid wives  working  on  an  eight  hour  shift  basis?  more 
recruits  would  join  the  searviceo  Midwives  in  hospitals  are  not  on 
duty  for  24  hours® 

The  present  tripartite  arrangement  in  the  midwifery  service  is 
most  xmsatisfactory?  and  needs  urgent  revising?  and  a clear  policy 
established® 

The  family  doctor  in  general  does  not  confine  his  patient  in 
hospital?  neither  does  the  clinic  doctor  nor  the  district  midwife? 
yet  each  of  these  in  the  ante”natal  period  have  looked  after  their 
respective  patients®  In  hospital?  a new  team  takes  over?  a midwife 
and  or  a doctor  has  never  seen  the  patient  before | there  are? 

of  course?  exceptions  to  this?  for  the  patient  may  have  attended 
the  ante”natal  clinic  of  the  hospital®

jSs  the  demand  by  the  nothers  to  have  their  babies  in  hospital 
has  come  to  stay^  then  obviously  the  doctor  and  or  midwife  who  has 
looked  after  the  patient  ante“>natally  should  conduct  the  confinement 
in  hospital  or  in  maternity  premises  or  hospitals  run  by  Local  Health 
Authoritiess  having  a Consultant  Obstetrician  on  the  staffo 

At  present  the  majority  of  maternity  hospitals  are  facing  a very 
serious  problems,  that  is  the  control  of  an  infection  due  to  an  organ- 
ism called  staphylococcal  pyogenes » which  is  resistant  to  most  anti- 
biotics and  affects  both  mother  and  child o 

About  70  - 80^  of  the  population  carry  this  organism  in  the  nosej 
and  in  maternity  wards  working  to  full  capacity  and  experiencing  an 
acute  shortage  of  bedsg  there  is  an  ideal  situation  for  the  spread  of 
the  infection*  This  organism  rarely  causes  trouble  in  domiciliary 
midwiferys,  and  for  this  reason  much  can  be  said  in  favour  of  home  con- 
finemento  If  the  midwifery  service  is  viewed  from  this  angle  alone* 
then  every  endeavour  should  be  made  to  encourage  mothers  to  be  con- 
fined at  home*  providing  that  the  home  conditions  are  good  and  the. 
health  of  the  patient  satisfactory*  Other  cases  to  be  confined  in 
the  hospital  as  outlined  above* 

Finally  every  effort  must  be  made  to  improve  the  conditions 
under  which  the  domiciliary  midwife  has  to  work  so  as  to  encourage 
more  midwives  to  join  the  service* 

There  should  be  n©  delay  in  settling  this  problem  nationally 
for  there  is  far  too  much  at  stake* 

Those  midwives  who  remain  in  our  service  have  frequently  fore- 
gone their  off-duty  period*  and  postponed  their  holidays  so  that  the 
service  could  continue*  and  great  credit  is  due  to  them  for  their 
fine  and  praiseworthy  devotion  to  duty* 

Health  Visiting* 

Similarly  there  is  a great  shortage  of  Health  Visitors*  This* 
coupled  with  an  extension  of  their  duties  under  the  National  Health 
Service  Act*  has  resulted  in  the  need  for  far  more  specialised 
visiting*  Nevertheless*  until  the  service  is  able  to  recruit  more 
health  visitors*  the  authority  is  likely  to  face  constant  difficult- 
ies and  many  frustrations  in  their  efforts  to  develop  a complete 
health  visiting  service* 

Home  Nursing  Service* 

Dxiring  19499  the  first  full  year’s  working  of  this  service  by 
the  local  authority*  there  were  1*968  cases  on  the  register  who 
received  539113  visits  from  the  nurses*  This  year  there  were 
39381  cases  and  88*283  visits  made*  The  figures  show  the  extent  of 
the  expansion  of  this  service*  which  is  much  appreciated  by  all  who 
have  to  make  use  of  it*  There  is  excellent  co-operation  with  the 
general  practitioners*  Many  oases  nursed  on  the  district  are 
elderly  chronic  sick  who  shoiild  be  in  hospital*  but  there  are 
insufficient  beds  available  for  the  acute  demand* 

"Night  Sitters'** 

This  new  service  was  commenced  during  the  latter  part  of  the 
year  and  has  certainly  proved  worthwhile  for  the  elderly  chronic 
sick  living  alone  with  no  one  to  attend  them  at  night  time*  or  to 
give  a "break"  to  the  only  son  or  dau^ter  who  have  looked  after 
their  parent  or  parents*  by  day  and  night* 


Ambulance  Service 


The  amb\ilance  service  was  fully  extended  throughout  the  year^ 
and  at  peak  hours  worked  under  extreme  difficultyo 

Negotiations  were  completed  during  the  year  for  the  transfer 
of  the  depot  from  the  Guildhall  Garage  to  new  premises  at  Derwen 
Fawr,  and  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  the  transfer  has 
been  completedo 

Mental  Healtho 

The  Industrial  Centre,  which  had  been  closed  for  extension 
and  adaptation  was  re-occupied  during  the  year©  It  is  fxilly 
equipped  with  essential  machinery,  tools,  and  other  equipmento 
The  workshop  is  large,  bright  and  airy  and  there  is  a pleasant 
dining  room  attachedo 

Approval  was  also  received  from  the  Ministry  for  the  erection 
of  a new  Occupation  Centreo  This  news  was  received  with  great 
pleasure  and  work  has  actuglly  started  on  the  projecto 

The  report  of  the  fioyal  Commission  on  the  Law  relating  to 
Mental  Illness  and  Mental  Deficiency  published  during  the  year  is 
being  studied  with  interest. 

It  is  fifty  years  since  a Royal  Commission  has  reviewed  the 
range  of  services  for  the  care  of  the  mentally  ill  and  mental 
defectives.  Much  old  legislation  applying  to  these  patients  is 
outdated  and  the  introduction  of  new  legislation  by  the  Govern” 
ment  is  eagerly  awaited.  It  suggests  that  the  functions  and 
responsibilities  of  the  local  health  authority  should  be  increased. 
A short  report  on  the  Commission* s findings  appear  on  Page  ^7. 


WELFARE  ACTIVITIESc 


Homes  for  the  Aged. 

Provisional  approval  was  received  during  the  year  for  the 
erection  of  a new  Home  for  the  Aged  at  Brenig  Place,  Penlan. 

When  this  Home  is  completed,  we  will  be  vacating  Part  III 
Accommodation  at  Mount  Pleasant  Hospital.  The  vacated  accommod” 
ation  will  be  renovated,  adapted  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board 
and  used  for  chronic  sick  beds  for  this  area.  This  arrangement” 
ment  shotald  meet  the  long  felt  need  for  an  increase  in  chronic 
sick  beds. 

Section  47g  National  Assistance  Act. 

No  person  was  compulsorily  removed  under  Section  47  of 
the  National  Assistance  Act. 

Workshops  for  the  Blind. 

Good  progress  was  made  during  the  year  wi,th  the  complicated 
preliminary  negotiations  prior  to  the  commenccjment  of  building 
a new  Workshop  for  the  Blind.  ■' 


A start  has  now  been  made  on  the  project  and  it  is  estim- 
ated that  the  work  will  be  completed  in  September  1959*

The  total  number  of  cases  notified  during  the  year  was  1»553 
compared  with  1^334  the  previous  yearo  This  is  mainly  accounted 
for  by  1>118  notifications  of  measles*  an  increase  of  744  over  the 
previous  year#  This  was  off-set  by  a decrease  of  363  in  whooping 
cou^  notifications o 

Diphtheriao 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  no  notifications  of  diphtheria 
were  received*  this  being  the  9th  successive  year® 


Dysentervo 

The  nximber  of  notifications  during  the  year  was  63  compared 
with  140  for  the  last  year© 


Typhoid  and  Para°Typhoid« 

No  cases  of  these  diseases  were  notified  dxiring  the  year© 

Poliomyelitis  (Notification) » 

18  suspected  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  notified,  six  of 
which  were  subsequently  confirmed,  four  being  paralytic  and  two  non- 
paralytic©  The  first  case  occurred  in  January,  four  in  August  and 
one  in  September©  The  incidence  was  widely  scattered  throughout 
the  Borou^o 


Poliomyelitis  Research© 

The  Department  co-operated  with  the  Medical  Research  Council 
during  the  year  to  ascertain  the  extent  to  which  the  poliomyelitis 
virus  was  present  in  the  faeces  of  children  under  five  years  of 
age,  and,  by  the  end  of  the  year,  628  specimens  had  been  submitted© 

The  parents  are  to  be  congratulated  for  their  splendid  co- 
operation and  praise  is  also  due  to  the  Health  Visitors  who  have  to 
expledn  the  scheme  to  the  parents,  and  seek  their  co-operation©

From  reports  received  from  29  general  practitioners s it  is  estim^ 
ated  that  the  number  of  new  cases  of  influenza  and  influenzal -like 
illnesses  amounted  to  approximately  11»500« 

The  outbreak,  ^ilst  extensive  was  mild  in  nature,  althou^  in 
September  and  October  nine  deaths  were  registered  from  influenza  and 
its  complications e The  general  practitioners  were  completely  over- 
worked during  this  period,  and  I had  several  discussions  with  the 
Chairman  and  Secretary  of  the  Local  Medical  Committee  and  emergency 
arrangements  were  formulated  for  the  local  health  authority  medical 
staff  to  assist  the  general  practitioners  should  the  need  arise 
but,  fortunately,  the  outbreak  gradually  subsided,  and  there  was  no 
need  to  resort  to  this  measure.  However,  much  thought  was  given 
to  the  problem  of  the  assistance  which  local  health  authority  staff

Influenza  Vaccine. 


As  the  outbreak  was  reaching  its  peakj  the  Ministry  issued  a Circular 
(13/57  dated  the  23rd  September^  1957)  stating  that  a vaccine  designed  to 
give  protection  against  Asian  type  influenza  was  now  available. 

No  mass  vaccination  was  contemplated  because  there  was  no  evidence 
to  indicate  such  a course  was  desirable  against  so  mild  a disease,  but 
vaccination  was  to  be  offered  to  hospital  staff,  to  general  practitioners 
and  to  the  members  of  local  health  authority  staff  who  care  for  the  sick 
in  their  own  homes,  e.g.  midwives,  home  nurses,  health  visitors,  domestic 
helps  and  ambulance  drivers. 

Vaccine  was  supplied  to  the  local  health  authority  for  its  own  staff 
and  general  practitioners,  whilst  special  arrangements  were  made  for 
issues  to  hospitals. 

The  majority  of  the  local  health  authority  staff  in  the  categories 
mentioned  above  accepted  vaccination,  but  the  response  from  general 
practitioners  was  surprisingly  low,  the  reason  given  was  that  many  had 
already  contracted  the  disease. 

The  first  issue  was  received  on  the  11th  October.  A number  of 
untowai'd  reactions  were  reported  by  members  of  my  staff,  some  of  whom 
complained  of  influenza-like  symptoms,  or  similar  to  those  following 
immunisation  with  ToA.B.C.  against  typhoid  and  paratyphoid  fevers.  Many 
developed  painful  arms. 


Public  Health  Laboratory  Service. 

The  following  report  has  been  kindly  prepared  by  Dr.  V/.  Kwantes, 
the  Director  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Cockett  Road  := 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Cockett  Road,  Swansea,  was  opened  at 
the  beginning  of  October,  1956.  It  offers  a free  bacteriological  and 
virologioal  seirrioe  to  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  hospitals  and 
general  practitioners  and  is  designed  to  assist  them  in  the  diagnosis, 
prevention  and  control  of  communicable  disease. 

During  1957  the  laboratory  examined  16,945  specimens  which  came 
from  a large  number  of  different  sources.  The  laboratory  receives 
specimens  from  the  public  health  departments  of  Swansea  C.B.,  Gower  R. D.  C., 
Pontardawe  RcDoC.,  Neath  B.C.,  Neath  R.DoC.,  Llanelly  B. C. , Llanelly 
R.D.C.  and  Llwchwr  U.D.  C.  It  carries  out  the  bacteriology  for  Hill  House 
Hospital,  the  Venereal  Disease  Clinics  at  Swansea  and  Llanelly  and  the 
Chest  Clinics  at  Swansea,  Neath  and  Port  Talbot.  It  also  receives  specimens 
from  ^wansea  General  Hospital,  Morriston  Hospital,  Neath  General  Hospital, 
Cefn  Coed  Hospital  and  other  hospitals  under  the  Mid-Glamorgan  and  Glantawe 
Hospital  Management  Committees.  Specimens  for  special  tests  -are  received 
from  hospitals  and  general  practitioners  in  Carmarthenshire,  Pembrokeshire 
and  Cardiganshire. 


The  laboratory  carries  out  the  bacteriological  examination  of 
samples  of  milks  waters  ice-cream  and  food-^s tuffs*  It  examines  large 

numbers  of  specimens  from  patients  suspected  to  be  suffering  from 
infectious  disease  and  also  from  contacts  who  may  be  carrying  infec“ 
tion*  It  examines  blood  specimens  from  all  patients  who  attend  ante^ 
natal  clinics  in  Swansea* 

One  of  the  more  important  aspects  'of  the  routine  bacteriology 
which  is  carried  out  at  the  laboratory  is  that  carried  out  for  the 
Chest  Clinics o It  consists  mainly  in  examining  specimens  of  sputum 
for  tubercle  bacilli^  both  by  culture  and  direct  microscopy*  During 
this  year  about  2? 000  specimens  were  examined  for  this  important  path= 
ogen* 


In  addition  to  this  there  are  many  bacterial  diseases  which  the 
laboratory  can  diagnoses  Diphtherias  Dysenterys  Enteric  fevers  Salmon^ 
ella  food  poisonings  Scarlet  fevers  Undulant  fever  to  mention  but  a few* 

Besides  the  diagnosis  of  bacterial  disease  the  laboratory  can  now 
diagnose  virus  diseases  such  as  Poliomyelitiss  Lymphocytic  chorio^ 
meningitis s Mumps  encephalitis  as  well  as  those  of  the  respiratory 
tract  noteably  Influenzas  Psittacosis s Q Fever  and  the  Adenoviruses* 

In  Augusts  1957?  the  laboratory  diagnosed  the  first  patient  to  con- 
tract the  Asisin  variant  of  Influenza  A in  Swansea.  The  diagnosis 
of  this  patient  and  several  others  who  contracted  the  disease  later 
in  the  epidemic  was  materially  assisted  by  General  Practitioners  idio 
were  members  of  an  Influenza  Spotting  Scheme, 

A considerable  amount  of  research  is  carried  out  at  the  laboratory 
and  at  the  moment  the  emphasis  is  on  Poliomyelitis.  During  1957 
several  hundred  specimens  from  normal  healthy  children  under  5 years 
old  were  examined  for  the  presence  of  the  poliomyelitis  virus*  This 
was  part  of  a much  larger  survey  which  is  taking  place  throughout 
England  and  Wales*  The  results  of  the  survey  are  yet  to  be  publishedg 
but  it  can  now  be  said  that  about  1^  of  the  children  examined  in  the 
survey  were  found  to  be  carrying  the  poliomyelitis  virus*  Wiihthis 
significant  incidence  of  poliomyelitis  virus  in  young  healthy  children 
the  importance  of  vaccinating  all  children  and?  when  possible?  adults? 
against  this  disease  needs  n®.  emphasis* 

The  Swansea  Public  Health  Laboratory  is  one  of  61  laboratories 
of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service*  It  is  administered  by  the 
Medical  Research  Council  in  London  and  is  financed  entirely  by  funds 
made  available  to  them  by  the  Treasury.  Every  month  it  publishes 
jointly  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  a journal  entitled  "Bulletin  on 
the  Ministry  of  Health  and  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service”*

Proposed  New  Central  Clinic » 

For  many  years  it  has  been  apparent  that  the  clinic  accommod” 
ation  serving  the  centre  of  the  town  has  been  unsuitableo  Conse- 
quently a scheme  was  prepared  for  the  construction  of  a new  central 
clinic j)  and  attached  to  it  a new  ambulance  depot®  This  would  enable 
the  smaller  clinics  in  the  immediate  vicinity  (all  of  vdiich  were 
converted  dwelling  houses)  to  be  closed  down®  Apart  from  providing 
badly  needed  improved  accommodations  it  would  also  be  possible  to 
house  all  the  services  under  one  roof  and  facilitate  administration® 

The  scheme  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry  for  its  consideration, 
butgin  reply,  our  attention  was  drawn  to  the  restrictions  on  capital 
expenditure  and  inviting  the  authority  to  discuss  the  matter  with  the 
Einistry® 

It  was  estimated  that  the  project  would  cost  £156,000® 

Subsequently,  alternative  arrangements  were  made  for  providing 
a new  and  separate  ambulance  depot  (see  report  on  Ambulance  Service, 
page  ),  but  the  Committee  decided  to  proceed  with  the  construction 
of  a new  central  clinic  as  a separate  scheme  as  soon  as  practicable® 

Revised  sketch  plans  were  formulated  and  these  were  used  as  a 
basis  of  discussion  with  the  Ministry® 

The  Ministry  indicated  that  there  eould  be  no  approval  for  the 
year  1958/9,  but  consideration  would  be  given  during  the  year  1959/60® 
Meanwhile  discussions  continue® 

Ante-Natal  Clinics® 


Since  the  introduction  of  the  National  Health  Service,  the 
number  of  expectant  mothers  attending  Local  Authority  Clinics  has 
been  gradually  diminishing,  and  more  are  attending  the  surgeries  of 
their  family  doctors®  Many  patients  are  referred  by  the  family 
doctor  to  the  ante-natal  clinics  held  at  hospitals®  Further  with 
the  developing  of  new  estates  and  changing  distribution  of  the  people, 
the  clinics  where  available  on  the  periphery  of  the  borough  show  an 
increased  attendance,  whilst  those  formerly  heavily  attended  are 
correspondingly  reduced® 

Secondly,  owing  to  increased  *bus  fares  euid  the  fact  that  several 
of  the  mothers  have  yoxmg  children  with  nobody  to  look  after  them 
whilst  she  attends  the  clinic,  she  has  to  take  them  with  her  and  this 
causes,  added  expense®  Therefore,  to  avoid  this  expenditure,  she  visits 
either/local  midwife  or  the  midwife  visits  her,  and  she  also  attends 
the  surgery  of  the  nearest  doctor®  Another  feature  is  that,  during 
the  day  time,  many  mothers  find  it  impossible  to  attend  the  local 
clinic,  owing  to  home  committments,  which  prompts  the  question,  - 
Should  evening  clinics  be  held? 

Infant  Welfare  Clinics® 

A new  infant  welfare  clinic  situated  in  a Church  Hall  was  opened 
in  Cadle  to  aerve  the  Fort  Mead  Estate  and  has  been  popular  with  mothers 
who  found  the  distance  to  existing  clinics  too  great® 

Relaacation  Classes® 

Relaxation  Classes  were  commenced  at  six  clinics®  They  are  com- 
bined with  Mothercraft  Classes  and  mothers  speak  very  highly  of  the 
benefit  they  derive  from  them®  However,  the  class  at  St®  Thomas  Clinic 
was  so  poorly  attended  that  it  was  discontiD’iOc  after  3 months®

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Welfare  Fooda 


The  distribution  of  welfare  foods  has  since  July  1954  been  the 
responsibility  of  the  local  health  authority^  and  distribution  is 
undertaken  at  twelve  clinics  and  four  other  points  are  operated  by 
voluntary  workers* 

The  price  of  National  Dried  Milk  was  increased  from  10^*  to 
2/4dc  on  the  1st  April  as  instructed  by  the  Ministry*  From  November 
1957  the  supply  of  orange  juice  to  children  over  two  years  of  age  was 
discontinued*  This  was  in  accordance  with  a decision  of  the  Minister, 
who  in  cO“Operation  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food  reduced  the  Vitamin  D content  of  Dried  Milk  and  Cod  Liver  Oil  to 
a level  recommended  by  the  Joint  Sub°Committee  of  the  Central  Health 
Services  Council* 

The  quantity  of  welfare  foods  issued  during  the  year  was  less 
than  the  previous  year  in  all  cases  except  that  for  orange  juice*

Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers* 

Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act  194^,  Section  22,  the 
Local  Health  Authority  has  a duty  to  make  arrangements  for  the  care 
of  the  \nmarried  mothers  and  their  children.  In  the  original  scheme, 
arrangements  were  made  with  the  Carmarthen  County  Council  for  the 
reservation  of  two  beds  at  Plasnewydd  Hostel,  Burry  Port*  This 
arrangement  terminated  on  the  1st  April,  1956*  From  that  date, 
arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Swansea  and  Brecon  Diocesan 
Moral  Welfare  Association,  who  arrange  for  the  patients  to  be 
admitted  to  Hostels  approved  by  this  authority,  for  two  or  three 
months  before  confinement,  and  to  remain  there  for  up  to  two  or 
three  months  afterwards* 

The  amended  scheme  has  been  approved  by  the  Council  and  the 
Welsh  Board  of  Health. 

During  the  year  26  unmarried  mothers  were  admitted  to  various 
Hostels* 


Dental  Care 


Dental  treatment  for  mothers  and  for  children  under  school  age 
was  given  at  the  following  Clinics

DOMICILIARY  MIDWIFERYo 


The  arrangements  in  respect  of  the  service  were  similar  to  previous 
years?  although  there  were  occasions  when  it  seemed  more  than  likely  that 
the  service  would  break  down?  due  to  shortage  of  staff  and  sickness o 

Althou^  the  majority  of  confinements  took  place  in  hospital?  a large 
number  of  women  still  prefer  a home  confinement  and  many  who  apply  for  a 
hospital  confinement  are  refused  and  have  to  be  confined  at  homeo  The 
number  of  midwives  employed  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  17»  due  to  several 
resignations  and  difficulty  of  replacingo  Midwives  are  not  these  days 
prepared  to  work  a 24  hour  day  on  the  district  when  their  colleagues 
work  shorter  aours  and  under  more  favourable  conditions  in  hospital o 
The  reduction  in  the  number  employed  and  the  greater  distances  to  be 
covered  to  the  new  estates  on  the  perimeter  of  the  town  means  that  the 
midwives  have  to  work  long  hours o Five  midwives  have  been  trained  in 
the  care  of  domiciliary  premature  infant  nursing  and?  while  this  undoubt* 
edly  has  been  of  benefit  to  the  infants?  it  must  be  remembered  that  at 
least  3?  hours  of  the  midwife's  day  is  spent  nursing  one  childo 

Patients  are  discharged  from  hospital  on  the  10th  day  and  earlier 
and  have  to  be  nursed  at  home©  This  adds  to  the  work  of  the  domiciliary 
midwife  who  gets  little  satisfaction  from  finishing  the  work  of  the 
hospitals 

Several  of  the  midwives  are  near  retiring  age  and  the  sickness  rate 
has  been  hi^  this  year©  One  some  days  the  number  on  duty  was  reduced 
to  nines 

A particularly  difficult  period  was  experienced  during  the  month 
of  September?  when  the  influenzA  epidemic  was  reaching  its  peako  At 
the  same  time  there  was  an  outbreak  of  staphylococcal  infection  at 
Morriston  Hospital?  and  only  abnormal  and  urgent  cases  were  admitted 
to  that  hospitals  The  remainder  were  referred  to  Motint  Pleasant 
Hospital?  wdiich  could  only  cope  with  the  increased  number  of  admissions

by  discharging  patients  <ai  the  6th  day®  This  arrangement  placed  a very 
heavy  burden  on  the  domiciliary  mid wives*  and  temporary  arrangements 
were  made  for  suitably  qualified  clinic  nurses  to  be  seconded  to  the 
midwifery  service  to  undertake  post-natal  nursings o 

G-reat  credit  is  due  to  the  domiciliary  midwives  that  they 
accepted  these  extra  burdens  with  devotion*  often  times  at  the  expense 
of  their  leave  periods  and  cancellation  of  their  holiday  arrangementao

In  previous  reportsj,  I have  suggested  several  reasons  for  the 
increase  in  the  demand  for  this  service©  These  are  summarized  below;-

(b)  greater  use  by  general  practitioners  | 

(c)  greater  use  by  the  public  as  the  service  is  free| 

(d)  earlier  discharge  of  hospital  patients | 

(e)  inability  to  obtain  beds 9 particularly  chronic  sick© 

More  than  half  the  visits  in  1957  were  to  patients  over  65  years 
of  age©  The  nurses  spend  much  of  their  time  nursing  elderly  patients 
vdio  are  chronic  sick  and  who  should  be  in  hospital  but 9 due  to  the 
limitation  on  the  number  of  chronic  sick  beds 9 there  is  no  other  alter- 
native© There  is  every  hope  of  more  chronic  sick  beds  being  available 
in  Swansea  in  about  two  to  three  years©  This  should  ease  the  problem9 
and  possibly  the  nurses  will  then  have  more  time  to  devote  to  those 
chronic  cases  who  are  able  to  remain  at  home© 

An  inspection  of  the  service  was  made  during  the  year  by  the 
Queen's  Institute  of  District  Nursing© 

The  report  of  the  Institute  states  that  nursing  visits  were 
carried  out  with  all  the  full-time  staff  on  duty9  and  the  patients 
received  kindly  and  interested  care©  The  provision  of  a car  for  the 
Superintendent  would  allow  more  time  for  practical  supervision  and 
would  result  in  an  improvement  in  the  general  standard  of  work©  The 
records  were  excellent^  simplified  and  all  well  kept© 

The  Superintendent  has  now  purchased  a car  and  is  in  receipt  of 
a car  allowance©  This  has  enabled  her  to  provide  more  practical 
supervision  as  suggested© 

Arrangements  were  made  during  the  year  for  the  Superintendent  of 
the  District  Nurses9  or  her  Deputy9  to  give  practical  instruction  in 
nursing  to  the  staff  of  our  Homes  for  the  Aged©

Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  Inununisation^ 

In  July,  l957j  Circular  8/57  (Wales)  stated  that  the  Minister 
of  Health  had  received  advice  from  the  Central  Health  Services  Council 
on  procedure  recommended  for  immunisation  against  diphtheria  and  whooping 
cough  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act. 

Statistical  evidence  shows  that  inoculation  with  certain  of  the 
prophylactics  used  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  involves  some 
risk  of  provoking  paralysis  due  to  poliomyelitis.  The  advice  given 
therefore  was  as  follows 

(i)  Non  alum  precipitated  antigens  should  be 

recommended  for  use  by  local  health  authorities 
and  practitioners,  against  diphtheria. 

(ii)  Antigens  should,  in  general,  be  used  separately 
while  weighing  the  advantages  of  this  against 
the  psychological  dangers  of  frequent  injection. 

(iii)  Non  alum  precipitated  entigens  may  be  used  singly 
throughout  the  year,  subject  to  the  discretion  of 
the  medical  officer  of  health. 

In  the  light  of  this  advice,  the  use  of  combined  antigens  in  the 
authority's  clinics  was  discontinued.  Those  children  who  were  part 
way  through  a primary  course  of  injections  had  them  completed,  of  course, 
with  the  prophylactic  already  used  no  matter  of  what  type. 

Children  due  for  booster  doses  having  previously  received 
injections  of  Alum  Precipitated  Toxoid  (A.PcTo)  or  Combined  Diphtheria 
Pertussis  Prophylactic  (D.PoP)  now  receive  Diphtheria  Toxoid  Antitoxin 
Floccules  (ToAoFo)o  No  children  over  age  10  now  receive  booster  doses 
in  our  clinics,  which  brings  our  scheme  into  line  with  the  policy  adapted 
by  most  local  Health  Authorities. 

The  single  antigen  now  taken  into  use  against  diphtheria  if  Formol 
Toxoid  (FoTo)  and,  against  Whooping  Cough,  G-laxo  Whooping  Cough  Vaccine. 
Primary  courses  of  the  former  should  commence  at  age  8 months  and  of  the 
latter  at  age  3 months. 

Although  Health  Visitors  making  their  statutory  visits  to  new 
born  babies  and  their  mothers  are  armed  with  consent  forms  so  that 
they  can  use  their  powers  of  persuasion  on  the  parents  in  this  matter, 
the  diphtheria  immunisation  index  in  the  under  1 year  group  for  Swansea 
at  the  end  of  1957  was  only  11.5,  in  the  1-4  group  51.1®  Overall,  our 
immunisation  index  was  64.4  (children  under  1 5 years  of  age)  which  is 
considerably  lower  than  the  national  target  of  which"  is  the 

minimum  needed.  The  progress  which  was  being  made  in  this  field  has 
been  complicated  in  the  past  year  or  so  by  the  poliomyelitis  vaccination 
scheme,  which  has  occasioned  some  delay  in  a considerable  number  of  cases 
where  full  protection  was  desired.  The  planning  of  an  individual  child's 
programme  of  vaccinations  etc.  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult. 
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The  following  t§ble  shows  the  number  of  children  immunised  during  the  year,  as  well  as  the  number  of  children  who 
received  a reinforcing  injection<»

In  May  1957s  the  Minister  of  Healths  having  obtained  the  advice  of  the 
Joint  Committee  on  Poliomyelitis  Vaccinations  approved  the  provision  of 
vaccination  for  children  born  in  1955  and  1956  and  also  for  those  childrens 
bom  in  the  years  1947  to  1954  inclusives  who  had  not  previously  been  regis- 
teredo 

In  Junes  the  Authority  resolved  to  extend  the  scheme  in  Swansea  to 
incorporate  these  new  groups  and  any  subsequent  age  groups  approved  by  the 
Minister* 

The  public  were  first  invited  to  register  their  children  bom  in  1955 
and  19560  The  response  was  not  very  satisfactory  and  only  1s280  regis- 
trations resulted* 

The  Minister's  objectives  at  this  stages  was  to  reach  a position  where 
a continuing  offer  of  vaccination  could  be  made  to  children  bom  between 
1947  and  1956p  but  in  November  1957  -he  again  extended  the  scheme*  This 
fresh  development  called  for  the  registration  and  vaccination  of  all  ohild- 
ren  bora  in  1943  - 56  inclusives  children  bom  in  1957  who  had  reached  the 
age  of  6 months  and  of  expectant  mothers*  It  was  to  be  made  possible  by 
firstly  the  import  of  Canadian  and  American  Salk  Vaccines  and  secondly  the 
production  of  British  Salk-type  vaccine  by  a second  manufacturer* 

The  close  of  the  year  therefore  was  even  more  active  than  the  opening* 
13s 590  fresh  registrations  were  made  and  notified  to  the  Ministry  so  that 
supplies  of  vaccine  would  be  reserved*  Subsequent  checking  however  revealed 
a considerable  arnoimt  of  duplication  by  over-anxious  parents  so  that  this 
total  of  13s  590  is  \inrealistic  and  excessive* 

Up  to  the  time  of  writing  no  official  advice  has  been  received  that  the 
scheme  is  to  be  extended  further  although  unofficial  reports  indicate  that 
eventually  adults  will  be  eligible  and  that  a 3rd  booster  injection  will  be 
offered* 


Progress  of  the  Scheme 


Between  May  1956  when  the  vaccination  commenced,  and  the  end  of  December 
1956j)  737  children  in  Swansea  had  received  two  injections  and  191  had  received 
one  injection  onlyo 

Vaccination  was  suspended  nationally  between  July  and  October  1956  as  a 
precaution  during  the  peak  infectivity  periods,  but  during  1957  vaccination 
continued  throughout  the  year  in  Swansea  and  many  other  places  o This  was  in 
accordance  with  the  advice  given  by  the  Joint  Committee  on  Poliomyelitis 
Vaccination,  set  up  by  the  Central  and  Scottish  Health  Services  Council,  which 
has  reviewed  the  experience  of  vaccination  during  May  and  June  1956  and  in 
other  countries  during  the  summer  months o The  onus  was  placed  on  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  to  suspend  vaccination  where  necessary  in  the  light  of 
local  conditions!  fortunately  there  has  been  no  need  in  Swansea  to  exercise 
this  discretion© 

^t  the  end  of  1957»  6,502  children  had  received  two  injections  and  918 
were  awaiting  their  second  injection©  Many  thousaixLs  newly  registered 
diiring  December  were  awaiting  their  first  injections  for  which  the  necessary 
vaccine  had  not  yet  been  issued©  Up  to  this  stage,  the  progress  of  the 
scheme  had  been  dictated  by  the  supply  of  vaccine© 

After  January  1958,  when  the  first  of  the  imported  Salk  vaccine  was 
issued,  the  tempo  of  the  work  increased  and,  by  the  30th  April  1958,  another 
6,609  children  and  281  other  persons  had  completed  their  courses  of  two 
injections  and  14,185  were  awaiting  their  second  injections©  Even  at 
this  stage  it  could  not  be  said  that  the  hard  work  was  even  half  finished 
and  it  will  be  a long  time  before  the  stage  has  been  reached  where  one  can 
regard  the  situation  complacently© 

Efficiency  of  the  Vaccine© 

The  Poliomyelitis  Vaccines  Committee  of  the  Medical  Research  Co\mcil 
arranged  for  antigenicity  tests  of  the  British  vaccine  in  the  laboratory 
and  in  children  to  be  carried  out©  The  conclusion  reached  was  that  "the 
observed  incidence  of  the  paralytic  disease  in  the  vaccinated  children  was 
only  about  one°fifth  of  that  in  the  imvaccinated” © The  incidence  of  illness 

reported  as  non=paralytio  poliomyelitis'  appears  to  be  uninfluenced  by  vaccin- 
ation© 


In  Canada,  60^  of  all  persons  up  to  the  age  of  20  have  been  vaccinated 
and  1956  saw  a lower  incidence  of  the  disease  in  the  5”9  age  group  than 
woxjld  have  been  normally  expected,  while  the  incidence  which  in  the  previous 
5 years  reached  its  peak  at  the  age  of  5 fell  steadily  in  1956  from  the  age 
of  2© 


In  America,  the  incidence  of  poliomyelitis  in  1957  was  very  low  com- 
pared with  previous  years,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  vaccination  has  con- 
tributed to  the  reduction© 

It  cannot  be  claimed  yet  that  poliomyelitis  has  been  conquered,  the 
duration  of  the  protection  is  still  unknown,  and  the  need  for  re-inforcing 
injections  has  not  yet  been  satisfactorily  assessed© 

Administration© 

The  process  of  registration  long  before  it  is  possible  to  vaccinate 
creates  an  immense  amount  of  administrative  and  clerical  work  which  has 
been  a heavy  burden  on  the  staff©  Routine  work  has  been  considerably 
retarded  and  the  situation  would  have  been  chaotic  and  iinbearable,  if  it 
were  not  for  the  re-organisation  recently  undertaken  by  the  department© 


AMBULANCE  SERVICE

Sectiono 


It  was  replaced  in  the  peace-time  ambulance  service  by  a sitting- 
case  vehicle^  which  had  a number  of  special  features  incorporated^  for 
it  is  used  primarily  for  the  transport  of  spastic  childreno  The  complement 
of  vehicles  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  9 ambulances  and  5 sitting-case 
vehicles  (each  of  which  can  carry  a stretcher  case  in  an  emergency)  «> 

RadiOo 


Thirteen  of  the  fourteen  vehicles  are  equipped  with  two-way  radio 
communicationo  This  means  of  communication  has  increased  the  efficiency 
of  the  service^  particularly  in  respect  of  emergency  cases o G-eneral 

practitioners  have,  on  many  occasions,  praised  the  ambulance  service 
which  has  responded  immediately  to  their  urgent  requests o 

During  the  year  it  was  necessary  for  the  radio  sets  to  be  re- 
crystalized  as  a result  of  the  change  of  frequency©  This  was  brought 
about  because  the  Mobile  Radio  Committee  had  recommended  to  the  Post 
Master  General  that  frequencies  in  the  ”old”  High  Band  had  to  be  cleared 
for  television©

For  many  years  an  effort  has  been  made  to  provide  suitable  alter- 
native accommodation  for  the  ambulance  depot  but  the  restriction  of  major 
building  works  under  the  capital  programme  has  prevented  progress  in  this 
direction© 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year,  plans  were  submitted  to  the  Ministry 
for  a combined  Ambulance  Depot  and  Central  Clinic  in  the  centre  of  the  town, 
but  again  our  attention  was  drawn  to-'the  restriction  of  capital  expenditure© 


Whilst  discussions  were  taking  place  with  Ministry  officials  regarding 
the  urgent  need  of  a new  ambulance  depot,  a Military  Camp  at  Derwen  Pawr 
containing  a permanent  brick  garage  and  14  temporary  huts  was  put  up  for  sale© 
After  inspection  it  was  decided  that  it  would  provide  better  accommodation  tha: 
the  existing  depot,  and  it  was  eventually  resolved  to  seek  the  authority  of 
the  Ministry  for  its  purchase, and  the  immediate  adaptation  of  a few  of  the  huti 
for  control,  crew  room  and  stores© 

The  Ministry  was  very  sympathetic  and  their  approval  was  forthcoming 
immediately©  The  purchase  price  was  £8,000,  and  adaptation  works  including 
the  repair  of  the  existing  approach  roaui,  extra  furniture  and  fittings,  and 
the  installation  of  a petrol  pump  and  petrol  tank  were  estimated  to  cost 
£4,550© 


Negotiations  for  its  purchase  were  completed  by  the  end  of  the 
year  and  adaptation  work  commenced  soon  aftei^ardso  At  the  time  of 
writing  this  report ^ the  depot  has  been  transferred  from  the  G-uildhall 
Garage  to  the  new  premiseso

It  will  be  observed  that  there  was  a slight  increase  in  the 
number  of  patients  carried^  journeys  operated  and  mileage  run  during  the 
year* 

The  greatest  volume  of  work  is  in  respect  of  out-patient  visits  to 
hospitals j and  every  endeavour  is  made  to  group  the  patients  together  in 
areas  to  facilitate  transport  arrangement So  If  all  patients  are  to  arrive 
in  hospital  at  the  time  stated ^ inevitably  some  patients  have  to  be 
collected  earlier  than  others©  Although  this  is  a free  service^  and 
patients  are  conveyed  from  their  homes  to  the  hospitals j,  it  is  surprising 
that  many  patients  object  to  being  called  for  early  and  there  have  been  a 
number  of  instances  where  they  have  been  rude  to  the  drivers© 

The  programme  of  conveyance  for  out-patients  is  continually  very 
heavily  engaged j,  and  it  only  requires  an  emergency  callj,  an  accident  call 
or  an  ambulance  break-down  to  throw  the  whole  programme  out  of  gear© 

When  this  happens 5 there  are  the  inevitable  delays  and  every  effort  is 
made  to  acquaint  the  hospitals  of  the  reason© 


PREVENTIONo  CARE  AND  AFTER-CARE© 

Tuberculosis© 

Dr©  ToW©  Davies^  the  Chest  Physician  reports  as  follows  s- 

Statistical  returns  for  the  Swansea  Chest  Clinic  area  for  1 957  showed 
total  attendances  as  l8j,290o  49919  cases  ref erredL  for  the  first  timej, 

including  contact 89  were  examined©  This  showed  an  increase  of  3^5  uew 
cases  as  compared  with  1936© 

In  the  clinic  area,  1 85  new  cases  of  Respiratory  and  non-Re spiratory 
Tuberculosis  were  diagnosed  and  notified,  of  these  130  resided  in  the  Swansea 
County  Borough©  These  figures  are  an  increase  on  1 956  of  30  new  notifications© 

Respiratory  Tuberculosis  has  always  been  considered  to  be  a disease 
affecting  in  the  main  young  adults  of  both  sexes©  It  has  been  apparent, 
however,  for  some  time  that  there  has  been  a shift  of  morbidity  in  males 
to  the  older  age  groups©  This  is  well  seen  in  the  notification  figures 
for  Respiratory  disease  when  broken  down  into  age  groups  as  they  affect 
Swansea  County  Borough©

Between  th«  ag«  group  30'=50  the  incidence  was  1 8 and  1 6 respecti^elyo 
This  shift  of  morbidity  to  elderly  males  is  common  to  most  areas  of  Wales© 

It  gives  rise  to  considerable  concern  because  as  stated  in  last  year®s 
report  it  becomes  a chronic  sick  problem©  Many  of  these  patients  have 
very  chronic  diseas e^  usually  sputum  positive©  Failure  of  conversion  with 
chemotherapy  is  not  unusual©  They  are  reluctant  to  accept  hospital  treat- 
ment unless  neVr  to  their  homes© 

Progress,  however,  continues,  due  entirely  to  anti-tuberculous  drugs 
and  to  the  use  of  surgery  in  selected  cases©  Relapse  cases  are  rare© 

The  majority  of  sputum  positive  cases  convert  except,  as  stated  previously, 
in  the  elderly©  This  has,  however,  created  a complacent  attitude  in  patients 
in  respect  of  hospital  treatment  and  there  is  some  tendency  on  their  part  to 
place  their  reliance  on  drug  therapy  under  domiciliary  conditions©  In  Wales 
in  1957,  1299  patients  were  treated  at  home,  in  the  main  because  they  would 
not  accept  institutional  treatment©  If  all  these  patients  had  accepted 
institutional  treatment  no  empty  beds  would  be  available  in  the  region© 
Domiciliary  treatment  may  be  suitable  for  a small  number  of  cases  but  chemo- 
therapy requires  close  supervision  to  avoid  drug  resistance©  For  this  reason 
all  new  cases  should  in  the  first  instance  receive  treatment  in  hospital© 

One  disturbing  feature  is  the  figure  obtained  from  Mantoux  testing  of 
children  in  the  County  Borough  in  connection  with  B©CoGo  vaccination©  This 
shows  that  in  Swansea  over  30^  of  school  children  are  infected  by  the  age 
of  l3o  This  is  abnormally  high  and  suggests  there  are  a number  of  hidden 
sources  of  infection  in  the  community©  It  also  calls  for  special  effort 
to  find  these  infective  cases,  and  consideration  should  be  given  for  a 
community  survey  by  the  Mass  Radiography  Service© 

These  few  comments  are  sufficient  to  indicate  that  tuberculosis,  in 
spite  of  its  decline  in  mortality  and,  but  to  a lesser  extent,  its  morbidity, 
is  still  a significant  problem  and  will  continue  to  woriy  us  for  some  years 
yet©

Kie  scheme  continues  to  be  well  supported  by  parents  and  a 
-majority  of  eligible  pupils  accept  it  with  pleasure©  It 
still  appears  that  parental  refusals  are  more  often  based 
on  the  whims  of  their  children  than  on  any  personal  objection 
to  vaccination©  It  cannot  be  to©  frequently  repeated  that

Auxiliary  Clinic  for  the  treatment  of  Mothers  & Childrepa 


The  nu*ber  of  new  ceses  of  Venereal  Disease  is  still  small.  The 
3 new  oases  of  syphilis  disooyered  from  routine  Wasserman  Testing  at 
ante<=^iatal  clinics  were  all  oases  of  congenital  syphilis 9 who  had 
been  missed  in  infancy  and  childhood  and  were  free  from  s^ptoas. 
Previously  treated  oases  of  syphilis  were  given  further  courses  of 
treatment  diuring  pregnancy®  9 mothers  who  were  treateds  were  con- 
fined  during  the  years,  and  all  had  live  baoles  without  stigmata® 

Nine  new  oases  ©f  Gonorrhoea  were  dealt  with  during  pregnancy® 
Three  of  these  defaulted  after  pregnancya  and  it  was  not  possible 
to  complete  tests  of  cure® 

The  main  work  of  the  clinic  is  the  treatment  of  leucorrhoeas, 
trichomonas  and  monila  infections  diiring  and  after  pre^mncy®

Two  Health  Visitors  attend  ward  rounds * c 6ns ultations  and  out= 
patients  at  Morriston  Hospital*  in  order  to  provide  any  necessary  infor° 
mation  regarding  the  environmental  and  social  conditions  of  the  patient 
about  to  be  discharged.  Fxirther*  they  impart  the  advice  given  about 
treatment  etc.*  to  the  district  health  visitors*  in  order  that  they  can 
supervise  the  patients  on  discharge  in  conjvuiction  with  the  family  doctor, 
and  see  that  the  patients  carry  out  the  advice  they  have  been  given  at 
hospital. 

This  aspect  of  our  work  is  not  developing  as  rapidly  as  one 
woxild  wish*  as  some  of  the  other  hospitals  in  the  area  have  not  yet 
decided  to  avail  themselves  of  the  service*  and  secondly  owing  to  the 
shortage  of  health  visitors.

Survey  of  Leukaemia  ° Special  Enquiarvo 

Dxiring  the  past  two  years # the  department  has  been  co-operating 
in  a special  survey  of  leukaemia  in  childhood^  the  preliminary  results 
of  which  were  published  last  year  and  commented  upon  in  my  report  (see 
page  33). 

During  this  yearp  the  Medical  Research  Coiancil  has  sponsored  a 
further  enquiry  into  leukaemia  in  adults p and  the  department,  is  co- 
operating in  this  project.

An  outline  of  the  scheme  was  sent  out  in  my  report  for  last  year 
andp  early  in  1957>  the  Minister  of  Health®  s approval^,  of  the  scheme 
was  reoeivedo  The  service  was  available  to  the  public  from  the 
beginning  of  October.  A panel  of  12  Night  Sitters  was  set  up  and  each 
Ni^t  Sitter  was.  available  for  duty  at  short  notice.  Oeneral  practit- 
ioners were  informed  and  asked  to  use  their  discretion  in  referring 
applications  for  the  servicep  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  panel  was 
Umtedo  All  cases  referred  were  visited  by  the  Superintendent  Dis- 
trict Nurse  who  satisfied  herself  as  to  the  need. 

The  first  patient  was  serviced  on  the  5th  November  andp  during 
November  and  Decemberp  8 cases  received  attentionp  with  an  average 
ni^tly  attendance  of  14® 

The  service  has  proved  worthwhile  for  invalids  and  chronic  sick 
cases p who  are  either  living  alone  or  who  are  in  need  of  attention  on 
a scalep  which  coxild  not  be  provided  by  the  members  of  their  household 
without  probable  detriment  to  their  own  health.

brief  history  of  the  case  so  that  it  may  be  followed  up?  and  much  assist- 
ance is  given  to  both  patient  and  relatives© 

The  Diily  Authorised  Officers  visit  patients  in  hospital?  and  individ- 
ual cases  are  discussed  with  the  Hospital  Medical  Officers,  as  well  as? 
informally?  with  the  psychiatric  social  worker  at  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic? 
thus  obtaining  useful  training  in  the  technique  of  the  community  care  of

This  most  important  report  was  published  towards  the  end  of  the  year 
and?  if  its  recommendations  are  translated  into  legislation?  will  revolut- 
ioxiise  the  manner  in  ^ich  the  "mentally  disordered"  (a  term  which  embraces 
the  present  terms  of  "mentally  defective"  and  "mentally  ill"  as  well  as 
including  the  "psychopath")  are  to  receive  attention©  The  purpose  of  the 
recommendations  appears  to  be  to  ensure  that  the  mentally  disordered  are 
dealt  with  as  far  as  possible  in  the  same  way  as  the  physically  ill©  The 
principles  of  the  recommendations  seem  to  find  a large  measure  of  agreement 
generally?  even  if  there  is  some  degree  of  disagreement  on  the  details© 

So  far  as  Local  Health  Authorities  are  concerned?  it  does  mean  an 
increase  in  their  functions  and  responsibilities©  The  report  comes  out 
strongly  in  favour  of  " © © © © a general  re-orientation  away  from  institution- 
al care  in  ita  present  form  and  towards  commxinity  care"©  One  part  is 
devoted  entirely  to  the  need  for  the  existing  Local  Health  Authority  services 
to  be  extended  and  new  services  introduced©  It  recommends?  inter  alia?  and 
increase  in  the  present  level  of  sufter-care?  the  provision  of  training  an 
rehabilitation  centres?  diagnostic  clinics?  hostel  accommodation  and  greater 
co-operation  between  local  health  authorities  and  the  hospitals?  as  well  as 
in  the  social  services  generally©  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that?  so  far 
as  this  Authority  is  concerned?  the  nucleus  of  such  a comprehensive  service 
is  in  existence?  and  steps  are  already  being  taken  to  gradually  enlarge 
the  existing  service  so  far  as  present  legislation  allows© 


The  Report  has  accelerated  the  already  existing  trend  away  froa

The  expression  ”in  need  of  care  and  attention”  is  not  intended  to 
imply  constant  nursing  care  or  medical  supervision* 


Some  doubts  as  to  the  liability  of  Welfare  Authorities  or 
Hospital  Authorities,  in  particular  cases,  does  arise  from  time  to  time, 
so  the  following  brief  interpretation  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  is 
quoted  for  guidance,  viz;- 

" Sick-  and  therefor  proper  to  the  Hospital  Authority 
- patients  requiring  continued  medical  treatment  or 
supervision  and  nursing  care*  This  would  include  very 
old  people  who,  though  not  suffering  from  any  particular 
disease,  are  confined  to  bed  on  account  of  extreme 
weakness* 

Infirm  - and  therefore  proper  to  the  Welfare  Authority  - 
persons  who  are  normally  able  to  get  up  and  who  could 
attend  meals  either  in  the  dining  room  or  a nearby  day-room* 

This  class  would  include  those  who  need  a certain  amount 
of  help  from  the  staff  in  dressing,  toilet  or  in  moving 
from  room  to  room,  and  also  those  who,  from  time  to  time, 
e«go  im  bad  weather,  may  need  to  spend  a few  days  in  bed*"

In  the  provision  of  residential  accoamodation  care  has  been  taken 
ta  create  conditions  and  an  atmosphere  as  near  as  possible  to  those 
of  the  ordinary  hoaee 

The  residents  have  their  oira  personal  things  around  them  and 
there  are  no  rules  or  regulations  whatsoeverc 

Visitors  are  allowed  at  any  time  during  the  day  and  evening  and 
residents  are  free  to  go  and  come  as  they  desire,  but  are  required  to 
advise  the  Warden  if  they  are  to  be  away  from  the  Home  for  any 
appreciable  length  of  time  and  their  destination. 

Bus  outingswere  provided  during  the  year  by  the  Corporation  fer 
all  the  residents, 

A full  time  Occupational  Therapist  is  employed  and  the  following 
articles  are  made  i- 

Laapshades 

Rugs 

Bedroom  Slippers 
Steels 
Chairbacks 
Scarves 

The  women  residents  are  provided  with  wool  and  undertake  the 
knitting  of  socks g which  are  available  for  the  use  of  made  residents 
who  prefer  hand  knitted  hosiery.  All  residents  are  encouraged  to  take 
peurt  in  light  domestic  duties  in  the  Homes, 

In  the  workshop  at  West  Cross  House  a few  of  the  residents  made 
a small  number  of  Christmas  toys  for  the  children  in  the  care  of  the 
authority  at  Ynys-y-Plant,  aind  it  was  very  difficult  to  decide  who 
derived  the  greatest  pleasure,  the  donors  or  the  recipients. 

The  male  residents  at  this  Home  continued  to  keep  poultry. 

At  West  Cross  House  a bowling  green  is  provided  and  is  proving 
very  popular.  While  all  the  residents  are  not  able  to  play  on  the 
green,  all  are  interested  in  watching  those  who  do,  and  every  opportunity 
is  taken  in  fine  weather  by  the  residents  in  all  our  Homes  to  sit  in 
the  gardens.  During  the  winter  months  entertainments  were  arranged 
by  volunteer  artists  in  all  Homes  and  which  were  appreciated  and 
enjoyed  by  all.  The  Department's  thanks  are  extended  to  those  who 
entertained  both  in  the  Homes  and  at  theatres,  church  halls,  etc. 

Books  are  supplied  by  the  Public  Libraries  and  daily  newspapers  are 
provided.  Wireless  and  television  sets  are  installed  in  all  the 
residences. 

Three  Chiropodists  are  engaged  on  a sessional  basis,  and  visit 
each  Home,  their  services  being  of  great  benefit  to  all  concerned. 

As  usual  the  Mayor's  party  visited  the  Homes  at  Christmas  time, 
and  the  visit  is  always  much  appreciated. 


Medical  Arrangements 


Residents  in  the  Homes  for  the  Aged  are  encouraged  to  rexain  their 
own  doctors o If  this  is  not  practicable,  as  in  the  case  when  distance? 
between  the  general  practitioner's  normal  district  and  the  Home  is  too 
far,  arrangements  are  made  for  them  to  be  transferred  to  the  list  of  a 
local  practitioner  of  their  own  choice. 

Regular  risits  to  the  Homes  are  made  by  the  Senior  Assiltant 
Medical  Officer  who  advises  the  Wardens  on  any  problems  of  a medical 
nature. 

During  the  year  chest  x-rays  of  residents  wer«  arranged,  all  with 
negative  •results.

Payment  for  Accommodation. 

A prime  factor  in  giving  the  elderly  folk  that  vital  sense  of 
independence  is  that  all  contribute  for  their  board  and  lodging  on  a 
sliding  scale,  according  to  their  financial  circumstances,  and  everyone 
retains  by  right  a minimum  of  7/6d.  pocket  money,  which  is  spend  on 
personal  matters  or  it  is  put  into  savings  by  them. 

In  accordance  with  the  National  Assistance  (Charges  of  Accomm- 
odation) Regulations  1955  (Circular  2/55  (Wedes),  the  minimum  charge 
for  accommodation  provided  under  Part  111  of  the  National  Assistance 
Act,  1943,  is  £1.  12.  6d. , per  week  and  the  isAxlmum  charge  £4<>  12.  2. 
per  week. 

Aged  Sick  and  the  Health  Department. 

The  Authority  does  not  Testrict  itself  to  aged  persons  who  are 
reasonably  fit,  but  also  ensures  that  the  elderly  sick  are  provided  with 
every  service  at  its  disposal,  such  as  domiciliary  services  provided 
under  the  National  Health  Service  Act.  Furthermore,  where  hospital 
admission  is  indicated,  every  effort  is  made  to  secure  a hospital  bed 
without  undue  delay. 

The  subject  of  the  chronic  sick  and  elderly  infirm  has  been  one 
of  the  most  constant  and  pressing  problems  for  many  years.  D\iring 
1957  three  long  awaited  documents  made  their  appearance,  viz;- 

(a)  A summary  report  prepared  for  the  Ministry  of  Health 
by  Dr.  C.A.  Boncher,  O.B.E.,  on  the  Survey  of  Services 
available  to  the  Chronic  Sick  and  Elderly  1954'”1955» 

(b)  A circular  to  local  authorities,  and 

(c)  a memorandum  to  hospital  authorities. 

Both  the  latter  were  based  largely  on  the  summary  report.  No 
revolutionary  ideas  emerged  from  these  documents,  but  their  importance 
lay  in  the  results  of  the  observations  being  reduced  to  practical 
suggestions  for  the  future. 

The  survey  covered  both  the  hospital  services  and  the  services 
provided  by  local  authorities.  The  Minister  wished  to  offer  for  the 
Council's  consideration,  some  observations  on  the  information  obtained 
from  the  survey  and  sta'ted  that  he  would  be  grateful  if  local 
authorities  would  review  their  services  in  the  light  of  his 
observations.

(vi)  Further  discussions  with  voluntary  organisations  to 
explain  the  possibility  of  increased  voluntary 
assistancOo 

1957  has  shown  no  improvement  in  the  chronic  sick  problem,  and 
our  domiciliary  services  were  again  in  heavy  demando  In  all  cases 
brought  to  our  notice,  arrangements  were  made  for  the  sick  to  be 
provided  with  every  service  possible,  including  the  domiciliary  services 
available  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act®  Where  hospital 
admission  was  indicated  every  effort  was  made  to  secure  hospital  beds. 

During  the  year.  62  cases,  where  admission  was  urgent,  even 
desperate,  were  referred  to  the  department  from  various  sources, 
including  General  Practitioners,  District  Nurses,  Health  Visitors  and 
Voluntary  Organisations©  Of  these  A8  were  admitted  to  hospital© 

During  the  interim  period  between  notification  and  admission  to 
hospital,  domiciliary  services,  ioe©  District  Nursing,  Domestic  Helps 
and  Night  Sitters  were  provided©  The  feature  of  each  case  was  the 
team  work  and  close  oollaboration  of  all  concerned  = General  Practit- 
ioners,  the  Glantawe  Hospital  Management  Committee  and  the  Health 
Department© 

The  solution  of  the  chronic  sick  problem  will  be  found  in  the 
provision  of  more  beds  for  the  chronic  sick,  the  introduction  of  more 
Geriatric  Units  and  the  establishment  of  large  day  hospitals©  This 
Authority  is  only  too  anxious  to  play  its  full  part  in  this  field  and 
with  the  relinquishing  of  Blocks  1,  9 and  10,  which  will  be  effected 
on  the  coEspletion  of  the  proposed  new  Home  for  the  Aged  at  Brenig  Road, 
a substantial  measure  of  assistance  will  have  been  rendered©

The  problem  of  the  aged  sick  is  as  acute  in  our  Homes  for  the 
Aged  as  on  the  district o There  is,  however,  one  essential  difference, 
and  tnat  is,  that  in  all  cases  nursed  in  the  Homes  for  the  -A^ed, 
patients  are  given  every  attention  and  comfort,  while  on  the  district 
there  are  instances  where  even  the  simplest  and  most  essential  nursing 
aids  absent* 

In  1955,  it  was  found  necessary  to  establish  a Sick  Bay  at 
"Sto  Margarets"  Home  for  the  Aged,  where  elderly  residents  who  could 
not  conveniently  be  nursed  in  the  Homes  were  transferred*  In  the 
Sick  Bay,  under  the  supervision  of  a qualified  nurse,  they  were 
nursed  until  hospital  beds  became  available,  or  until  they  were

G-eneral  ProTision  for  the  Elderly  Person, 

To  keep  elderly  persona  fit  and  healthy  in  their  own  homes  is 
a task  even  more  important  than  the  provision  of  special  Homes  and 
in  accordance  with  the  Council's  policy,  1957  has  seen  a marked 
increase  in  community  work.  Approximately  5s.336  visits  were  made 
by  Welfare  Officers  and  Health  Visitors  during  the  year. 

On  the  Health  Visitors  rests  the  statutory  duty  of  advising 
the  whole  family  on  matters  of  general  health,  and  in  recent  years, 

2U1  increasing  proportion  of  her  work  ha?  been  devoted  to  the  care 
of  the  elderly.  The  health  visitor's  advice  on  health,  diet, 
cloth5.ng,  proper  rest  and  exercise,  together  with  the  Welfare 
Officer's  advice  about  the  development  of  leisure  interests  in 
preparation  for  retirement  can  be  of  supreme  importance  in 
mad.ntaining  the  health  of  the  individual.  Where  an  old  person  is 
beginning  to  need  material  assistance  (e.g.  a homehelp,  or  the 
mobile  meals  service,  or  chiropody),  an  officer  can  assess  the  need 
and  act  accordinglyj  when  an  old  person  becomes  perplexed  about 
the  various  allowances  possibly  available  to  him,  the  visitor  can 
frequently  remove  his  confusion. 

Care  is  taken  that  there  is  no  overlapping  of  visiting, 
and  so  wastage  of  manpower  and  possibly  resentment  by  the  aged 
person  concerned  is  averted. 

Too  much  stress  cannot  be  placed  on  the  vital  role  played 
during  the  year  by  the  authority's  welfare  workei^  in  the  task  of 
keeping  the  elderly  in  their  own  homes. 

Investigation  of  cases  was  not  confined  to  normal  working 
hours  but,  as  in  previous  years,  continued  when  the  need  arose  at 
all  hours  of  the  day  and  night.  This  ”24  hour  service”  has  seen 
duty  welfare  staff  being  called  on  quite  frequently  and  during  1957 j 
there  was  no  indication  of  any  decrease  in  the  incidence  of  cases 
after  5o0  p.m. 

Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948s  provides  that,  j 
where  a Medical  Officer  of  Health  certifies  that  a person  is  suffer^  • 
ing  from  a grace  chronic  disease  or  being  aged,  infirm  or 
physically  incapacitated,  is  living  in  insanitary  conditions  and  is 
unable  to  devote  to  himself,  and  is  not  receiving  from  other  persons, 
proper  care  and  attention,  the  Council  may  apply  to  a Court  of 
Summary  Jurisdiction  for  an  order  to  remove  the  person  to  a suitable 
hospital  or  other  place  and  be  maintained  there. 

Temporary  Accommodation  including  Cwmllwyd  Hostel. 

Under  Section  21  of  the  National  Assistance  Act  this  Authority 
has  the  duty  to  provide  temporary  accommodation  for  persons  who  are  in 
need  of  it  through  circumstances  which  could  not  reasonably  be  forseen, 
such  as  fire,  flood,  eviction. 

The  experience  of  the  last  nine  years,  however,  since  the  coming 
into  operation  on  the  5th  July,  1948  of  the  National  Assistance  Act, 
has  shown  that  the  majority  of  families  provided  with  accommodation 
have  been  those  who  had  been  evicted  for  non-payment  of  rent.  These 
are  the  people  who  have  proved  to  be  the  "thorn  in  the  side"  to  the 
authority.

They  are  admitted  to  temporary  accommodation  provided  at  Mount 
Pleasant  Hospital,  which  is  a Joint  User  Institution  under  the  control 
of  the  Glauitawe  Hospital  Management  Committee#  Apart  from  the  fact 
that  the  buildings  used  are  unsuitable  and  situated  in  the  precincts 
of  a hospital,  it  has  been  found  that  the  facilities  afforded  are  such, 
that  no  effort  is  made  by  the  people  to  find  alternative  accommodation# 

Bearing  in  mind  that  the  word  "temporary"  has  never  been  defined 
in  the  act,  the  Council  decided  that  unlimited  stay  at  Mount  Pleasant 
Hospital  was  to  be  revised,  and  as  from  November  1957,  the  following 
policy  was  adopted 

(a)  The  maximum  period  during  which  persons  may  remain 
in  temporary  accommodation  be  three  months | 

(b)  that,  if  on  the  expiration  of  that  period,  no 
accommodation  has  been  found,  the  children  be  taJicen 
into  care  and  the  mother  be  admitted  on  a nightly 
basis  for  a maximum  period  of  14  days. 

During  the  year  there  was  no  appreciable  decline  in  the  demand  for 
temporeiry  accommodation.

Problem  Families. 


In  ny  report  for  1956  I discussed  at  length  Problem  Families.  The 
progress  shown  during  the  year  in  the  rehabilitation  of  these  people 
is  most  satisfactory  and  I am  pleased  to  report  that  four  families  were 
re-housed  by  the  Housing  Committee.  Such  progress  was  indeed  an 
incentive,  not  only  to  the  Supervising  Staff,  but  also  to  the  other 
families  undergoing  rehabilitation. 

There  was,  however,  as  must  be  expected  in  schemes  of  this  nature, 
a failure  in  so  fair  as  one  particular  family  was  concerned.  Although 
under  constant  supervision  and  given  every  encouragement  to  master  the 
elementary  principles  of  house-keeping,  care  of  children  and  social 
responsibilities,  no  progress  was  made,  euid  it  was  felt  that  to  continue 
their  training  would  be  a complete  waste  of  effort.  Subsequently  a 
month's  notice  te  leave,  expiring  on  the  l8th  January,  1958  has  been 
served  on  this  family.

The  24  hour  service  maintained  by  the  welfare  staff,  in  respect 
of  tne  aged  of  the  town,  is  also  available  to  meet  applications  for 
temporary  accommodation  and  vagrancy® 

The  arrangements  made  with  the  National  Assistance  Board 
continued  to  operate  in  1957  and  as  experienced  in  previous  years,  it 
was  found  that  the  railway  vouchers  issued  to  this  Authority,  enabled 
Welfare  Officers  to  facilitate  the  transfer  of  vagrants  to  a reception 
centre  immediately,  without  being  forced  to  admit  to  Part  III 
Accommodation,  as  an  interim  measure®

Voluntary  Organisations® 

The  teamwork  which  has  been  the  feature  of  the  relationship 
between  this  Authority  and  the  voluntary  organisations  in  Swansea,  has 
been  further  strengthened  by  yet  another  year  of  hard  work  and 
collaboration®  In  fact  a spokesman  of  the  Swansea  Old  Peoples' 

Welfare  Committee,  who  is  familiar  with  the  pattern  and  workings  of 
welfare  authorities  and  associations  throughout  the  counti^i^,  stated  that 
the  relationship  between  the  Swansea  County  Borough  Council  and  her 
committee  was  unique,  in  so  far  as  the  co-operation  and  liaison  between 
the  two  bodies  left  nothing  to  be  desired® 

It  is  felt  that  in  tackling  the  problems  of  the  aged,  it  is 
important  that  teamwork,  goodwill,  enthusiasm  and  understanding  be 
co-ordinated, controlled  and  used  to  its  fullest  extent®  In  Swansea 
with  the  close  liaison  which  exists,  one  cannot  but  be  optimistic  as 
to  the  future,  ard  any  problems  arising  will  be  met  with  skill  and 
enthusiasm® 

The  Swansea  Old  People's  Welfare  Committee,  which  was  formed  in 
1954,  with  the  help  of  this  Authority,  has  gone  from  strength  to  strength® 
During  1957  not  only  has  its  well  established  services,  such  as  visiting 
chiropody  and  escort  of  residents  to  out-patients  departments  continued, 
but  also  two  new  services  were  inaugurated®  These  were  a "Firewood  Scheae* 
and  a "Laundry  Service",  and  both  have  been  proved  to  be  of  great 
assistance  to  the  aged  of  the  town® 

An  indication  of  the  "teamwork"  referred  to  is  that  both  these 
schemes  were  suggested,  formulated  and  organised  by  two  members  of  my 
Staff,  who  serve  on  the  Swansea  Old  People's  Welfare  Committee®  The 
Firewood  Scheme,  in  actual  fact,  could  in  reality  be  deemed  to  be  a 
Local  Authority  service,  as  the  cutting  of  wood,  delivery  etc®,  is 
undertaken  by  members  of  the  Health  Department,  under  the  direction  of 
my  Welfare  Administrative  Assistant,  who  is  also  Assistant  Secretary  of 
the  Swansea  Old  People's  Welfare  Committee®  The  cost  and  transport  of 
sleepers  is  borne  by  the  Swansea  Old  People's  Welfare  Committee® 

The  policy  of  this  voluntary  committee  is  also  guided  to  supplement 
the  Authority's  welfare  services  by  two  members  of  the  Health  Committee 
who,  together  with  the  Lay  Administrative  Officer  and  nyself,  serve  on 
the  Committee®

other  voluntary  organisations  have  been  no  less  active j 
particularly  the  Women's  Voluntary  Service  who  are  responsible 
for  the  important  "Meals  on  Wheels"  Service.  Under  the  able  guid= 
ance  of  Mrs.  Hyman^  who  succeeded  Mi^s.  T.J.  Rees  as  Borough 
Orgeuiiserj  the  virility  and  enthusiasm  of  this  wonderful  orgardsation 
has  carried  out  noble  work.  The  Swansea  branch  continues  to 
organise  its  Darby  and  Joan  Clubs,  which  have  been  useful  in  fighting 
the  elderly’s  greatest  eneny  "loneliness".  The  WoV.So  have  not 
confined  themselves  to  the  aged,  but  in  times  of  disaster  and  in 
dealing  with  problem  families,  have  given  their  services 
ungrudgingly. 

Apart  from  the  foregoing  organisations  and  such  associations 
as  the  British  Legion,  the  aged  of  the  town  have  also  organised 
themselves  into  clubs,  etc.  In  order  to  encourage  and  sustain  the 
work  of  these  clubs  this  Authority  continued  in  1957  to  make 
financial  contributions,  as  empowered  by  Section  31  of  the  National 
Assistance  -^t,  1948.  Grants  were  made  to  45  such  organisations, 
and  appreciation  of  this  financial  assistance  has  been  expressed  by 
all  concerned. 

In  our  policy  of  keeping  elderly  persons  happy  and  contented  in 
their  own  homes,  we  have  the  full  assistance  of  all  voluntary 
organisations  in  the  town. 

Care  and  Protection  of  Property. 

Where  a person  is  either  admitted  to  hospital  as  a patient,  or 
is  provided  with  accommodation  under  Part  III  of  National  Assistance 
Act  1948,  and  it  appears  to  the  Council  that  there  is  a danger  of 
loss  of,  or  damage  to,  any  moveable  property,  of  his/her  by  reason 
of  inability  to  deal  with  the  matter,  and  no  other  suitable  arrange- 
ments  are  being  made,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Council  to  take  reasonable 
steps  to  prevent  or  mitigate  the  loss  or  damage. 

This  aspect  of  the  Health  Department's  functions  is  the  least 
well  known  but  none  the  less  important  and,  during  the  year,  the 
properties  of  to  hospital  or  Part  III  Accommodation  were 

dealt  with.  Apairt  from  securing  premises,  and  taking  into  safe  keep- 
ing Jewellery,  documents  etc.,  cash  and  securities  valued  at 
approximately  £4,000  were  taken  into  safe  custody  by  the  officers  of 
the  department. 

This  aspect  of  the  welfare  officer's  duties  places  a great  deal 
of  responsibility  on  them  and  the  efficiency  and  integrity  of  the 
staff  in  undertaking  this  onerous  task  is  to  be  highly  commended. 

Arrangement  with  Voluntary  Bodies  and  other  Local  Authorities. 

Arrangements  were  made  during  1957  for  the  admission  of  a Swansea 
resident  to  a British  Legion  Home  near  Brecon.  Another  aged  resident 
of  Swansea  was  already  accommodated  at  this  Home,  and  in  both  cases 
financial  responsibility  for  their  maintenance  is  borne  by  this 
Authority.  Accommodation  also  continues  to  be  provided  by  the  Glynn 
Vivian  Home  for  the  Blind  for  a blind  person.

"Fifth  Welsh  Old  People °s  Week*'.  6th  October  ° 12th  Octobers  1957 « 

As  in  previous  years,  this  Authority  responded  to  the  appeal  of 
the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  to  support  and  encourage  activities  in  the 
town  during  "Old  People's  Week",  which  is  now  a well  established  annual 
event . 


Besides  handling  publicity  which  is  of  the  utmost  importance  in 
events  of  this  kind,  ny  department  took  upon  itself  to  arrange  a Variety 
Concert  at  the  Patti  Pavilion  on  the  10th  October,  1957c  Artistes 
rendered  their  services  free,  stewarding  and  programme  selling  was  under- 
taken by  the  WoV.So,  and  Health  Department' Staff . Admission  was  free, 
and  over  6OO  elderly  people  thoroughly  enjoyed  the  evening's  entertainmento 


Her  Worship  the  Mayoress  attendcdj,  and  by  the  generosity  of 
His  Worship  the  Mayor ^ refreshments  were  provided  for  all  those  present o 

The  substantial  time  and  effort  put  into  the  organising  of  the 
Concert  was  most  worthwhile^  and  in  view  of  the  demand  experienced 
(1,500  applications  for  600  seats)  thoughts  are  being  given  to  the 
possibility  of  a similar  event  in  1958« 

During  "Old  People’s  Week"  it  was  also  arranged  for  two  Homes 
for  the  Aged  to  be  opened  to  the  public  for  one  afternoon. 

One  should  not  underestimate  the  importance  of  Old  People’s  Week, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  certain  ideas,  which  are  at  present  being 
considered,  will  ensure  that  the  "1958  Week"  will  not  only  be  as 
successful  as  those  in  the  past,  but  will  also  indicate  to  the 
organisers  of  this  event  that  the  County  Borough  will  not  be  lacking 
in  its  enthusiastic  support. 

Margate  Holiday  Scheme. 

Margate  this  year  celebrated  its  Centenary,  and  to  enable  old 
people  to  share  in  the  celebration  commemorating  this  important  mile- 
stone in  the  history  of  the  resoirt,  the  Margate  Council  invited  eighteen 
"old  married  couples"  from  other  towns  to  spend  a week's  free  holiday 
at  Margate. 

Swansea  was  honoured  by  being  invited  to  select  an  old  married 
couple,  considered  to  be  deserving  of,  and  likely  to  benefit  from,  a 
holiday  at  the  seaside. 

The  necessary  investigations  were  made  and  the  choice  of  an 
elderly  couple  was  made  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee.  All 
expenses  were  met  by  the  Margate  Publicity  Committee  except  for 
Railway  Fares,  which  this  Authority  was  only  too  pleased  to  meet. 

The  couple  chosen  went  to  great  length  to  impress  upon  everyone 
how  delighted  and  honoured  they  were  to  be  the  town’s  choice. 

Welfare  Services  ^ Physically  Handicapped  Persons. 

The  scheme  for  physically  handicapped  persons  other  than  the  Blind 
and  Deaf  and  Dumb,  as  approved  by  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  in  1936, 
has  been  in  operation  for  12  months.  During  that  period,  33  persons 
hare  been  registered. 

The  visiting  pattern  for  these  people  is  much  the  same  as  in 
other  fields  of  the  welfare  service, 

Ooeasionally  material  help  was  obtained  from  other  public  and 
voluntary  organisations  but,  in  the  majority  of  cases,  assistance  has 
been  rendered  by  the  Department.  A typical  example  of  such  assistance 
is  given  below. 

Mr,  A , a physically  handicapped  man,  made  application  for 

assistance  in  finding  a site,  and  the  erection  of  a garage  for  a petrol 
driven  carriage,  which  was  being  issued  to  him  by  the  Welsh  Board  of 
Health.  Careful  consideration  was  given  to  the  choice  of  site,  and 
it  was  found  necessary  to  provide  an  access  way  not  only  from  the  road 
entrance  to  the  garage,  but  also  from  the  patient's  house  to  the  garage. 

The  Welsh  Board  of  Health  agreed  to  psy  a proportion  of  the  cost 
of  these  requirements. 

In  all  ten  similar  cases  were  dealt  with  during  the  year. 
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Table  II  illustrates  the  age  distribution  of  the  newly  registered  blind  persons  and  the  causes  of  blindness  in  these 
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An  analysis  of  the  educationj  training  and  employment  of  the  blind 
population  ia  given  in  Tables  III  and  IVo

Tisiting  and  Teaching  of  the  Bllndo 

The  Health  Visiting  staff  undertake  the  routine  visiting  of  the  blind» 
to  enable  the  Blind  Welfare  Offioer  to  devote  her  time  to  those  cases  which 
require  specialised  attentiono  After  each  visits  the  Health  Visitor 
submits  reports  to  the  Blind  Welfare  Officer^  who  then  decides  what  action^ 
if  eu3y»  is  requiredo  The  Blind  Welfare  Offioer  made  over  23  visits  a week 
to  problem  oases»  which  require  sjpeoialised  attention^)  and  undertook  all  the 
teaching  of  Braille$  Moon  and  'Handicraft  to  all  those  capable  of  leamingo 

Rehabiplltationo 

One  lady  from  Swansea  attended  a course  of  rehabilitation  during  the 
year*  Whilst  there  she  studied  handicrafts ^ Moon  reading  and  housewiferyi> 
and  I am  most  pleased  to  report  that  her  aelf^oonfidenoe  greatly  increased 
as  a result  of  her  stay  at  Oldbury  Orange;  the  Sooial  Rehabilitation  Centre 
of  the  Royal  National  Institute  for  the  Blind*  The  greater  part  of  the 
fees  for  the  course  were  borne  by  this  Authority# 

One  girl;  aged  seventeen^  jittended  a course  of  industrial  rehabilitation 
at  Torquay#  The  costs  in  this  case  were  borne  by  the  Ministry  of  Labour# 
Again  the  results  were  most  satisfactory  and  the  girl  is  now  in  regular  em^ 
ployment# 

Social  Activities# 


The  Social  Centre  for  the  Blind  at  Toronto  Place  continues  to  be  held 
fortnightly  and  over  25  blind  persons  now  attend#  The  afternoon  is  devoted 
to  either  heuidicrafts  or  various  types  of  entertainment#  At  Christmas  time 
a party  was  held  for  members  of  the  Club*  and  in  July  an  outing  to  Gloucester 
took  place#  This  was  in  addition  to  the  Annual  Outing  of  all  unemployable 
blind  persons,  which  was  given  by  the  Swansea  and  South  Wales  Institution  for 
the  Blind# 


Holiday  G-rants 


Financial  responsibility  was  accepted  by  this  Authority  during  the 
year  for  six  blind  personsp  each  accompanied  by  a relative,  to  spend  a 
fortnight's  holiday  at  Southemdown  Home  of  Rest  for  the  Blind,  and  for 
four  blind  persons,  unaccompanied,  to  spend  a fortnight's  holiday  at 
the  Glynn  Vivian  Home,  Caswello  Grants  were  also  made  to  enable  two 
ladies  to  visit  relatives  In  other  parts  of  the  countryo  In  this  way, 
persona  who  otherwise  would  be  unable  to  afford  to  do  so,  were  able  to 
have  a much  needed  holidayo 

Wireless  for  the  Blind« 


An  increase  in  the  demand  for  battery  sets  was  noticed  this  year* 
These  type  of  sets  are  particularly  suitable  for  those  blind  persons  who 
are  bedridden*  I am  pleased  to  inform  you  that,  again  this  year,  every 
blind  person  who  needed  a set  received  one*  A certificate  of  blindness 
is  also  issued  to  blind  people  to  enable  them  to  receive  their  wireless 
licences  free  of  charge*  A great  many  blind  persons  also  took  advant- 
age of  special  reduced  Rediffusion  rental,  which  is  arranged  by  the 
Swansea  and  South  Wales  Institution  for  the  Blind* 

Chiropody* 


Over  50  blind  persons  are  receiving  free  chiropody  treatment*  The 
majority  of  the  patients  receive  treatment  at  least  every  six  weeks,  and 
arrangements  are  made  with  the  Ambulance  Service  for  the  conveyance  to 
the  Chiropodist  of  these  persona  who  are  non-ambulant*  The  Chiropody 
Service  is  one  which  is  greatly  appreciated  by  our  blind  people* 

Clothing  Grants* 

Over  70  clothing  grants  were  made  by  the  Swansea  and  South  Wales 
Institution  for  the  Blind, on  the  recommendation  of  the  Blind  Welfare 
Officer,  to  blind  persons  in  need* 

Other  Services* 

Certificates  of  Blindness  for  renewal  of  Wireless  Licences,  Rail 
Vouchers  for  business  purposes,  white  walking  sticks,  and  other  applian- 
ces specially  manufactured  for  the  blind  are  also  issued  and  dealt  with 
by  this  department* 

Proposed  New  Workshops  for  the  Blind* 

Durdng  the  year  meetings  were  held  with  officers  of  the  Welsh 
Board  of  Health,  Ministry  of  Laboxor  and  Glamorgan  County  Council,  and 
I am  pleased  to  report  that  tenders  have  been  invited  for  the  carrying 
out  of  the  work  of  building  the  new  workshops*

Welfare  Services  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb 


The  Swansea  and  District  Deaf  and  Dumb  Mission  acts  as  agent 
in  respect  of  these  services  and  the  following  contribution  has 
been  received  from  Mr#  Walter  Robinson^  Superintendent  and 
Secretary s- 

The  number  of  known  deaf  in  the  borough  has  increased 
from  105  to  109  during  1957 » and  of  this  number  almost  all 
of  them  are  regular  attend ers  of  the  Social  Club  of  the 
Swansea  and  District  Mission# 

These  people  elect  annually  their  internal  committee 
and  this  under  the  Chairmanship  of  the  Superintendent 
arrange  most  of  the  activities  during  the  year. 

The  Social  Club  is  open  each  Tuesday,  Thursday  and 
Saturday  evening,  also  on  Saturday  afternoon  so  i^Mit  those 
who  have  been  to  the  football  or  cricket  matches  can  come 
along  and  make  tea. 

The  most  popular  indoor  games  are  billiards  and  snooker, 
and  the  deaf  have  competed  for  many  years  against  "hearing" 
teams  in  the  local  snooker  league.  Other  games  are  table 
tennis,  darts,  whist  drives,  draughts  and  chess,  but  the 
chief  pleasure  is  that  they  are  able  to  meet  so  many  times 
a week  in  their  own  rooms  to  converse,  for  many  of  them  are 
working  alongside  hearing  people  without  any  conversation 
for  most  of  the  day. 

The  visits  to  our  playing  field  at  Caswell  Bay  were 
numerous  during  the  Summer  months  and  from  there  visits  to 
the  local  bays  were  enjoyed. 

During  the  Winter  the  deaf  have  been  invited  many  times 
to  join  in  with  the  social  activities  of  the  South  Wales  branch 
of  the  Northumberland  and  Durham  Association  to  see  film  shows 
and  join  in  with  various  games.

All  employees  of  the  Undertaking  whose  duties  bring  them  into 
an  area  near  a water  conduit  have  complete  medical  and 
bacteriological  examination. 

General  Report  on  work  of  the  Undertaking  for  1937 « 

The  year  1957  was  devoted  mainly  to  re-organisation  of  the 
distribution  system  following  the  commissioning  of  the  Usk  Scheme 
in  October  1955p  to  the  investigation  of  problems  of  excessive  and 
insufficient  pressures  following  this  re-organisation  and  to  the 
supply  of  water  for  new  housing  development® 

With  adequate  storage  facilities  available  there  was  no  cause 
for  concern  regarding  supplies  during  a dry  summer®  The  safe 
maintainable  yield  from  the  storage  reservoirs  was  estimated  to  be 
15*542  million  gallons  per  day,  well  above  the  anticipated  increase 
over  the  average  consumption  for  1956  which  had  been  13, 055 s 000 
gallons  per  day® 

At  the  start  of  the  year  the  reservoirs  at  Lliw  and  Cray  were 
overflowing®  At  Usk  the  water  level  was  held  between  14  and  l6  feet 
below  overflow  to  continue  the  investigations  into  the  seepage  of 
water  from  the  hillside  at  tlie  North  end  of  the  Uam*  Conclusions 
regarding  the  source  of  this  water  were  reached  yearly  in  the  year 
and  in  April  the  Consulting  Engineers  recommended  that  the  Dam  "cut 
off"  be  extended  into  the  hillside  to  divert  water  draining  from 
the  Ifynydd  Ifyddfai  away  from  the  foundations  of  the  northern  end  of 
the  Dam® 

These  recommendations  were  accepted  by  the  Council  and  work 
commenced  in  June  and  was  completed  in  October®  Several  deep  fissures 
were  discovered  in  the  rocks  underlying  the  hillside  and  some  330 
tons  of  cement  were  injected  into  the  rock  to  seal  these  and  smaller 
fissures. 

On  completion  of  this  work  the  reservoir  was  allowed  to  fill  as 
rapidly  as  the  rainfall  would  permit  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  was 
within  8 feet  of  overflow  level® 

Hainfallo 

During  the  year  rainfall  tended  to  equal  or  exceed  average! 
only  during  Aprils  June  and  November  was  it  substantially  below 
normal.  After  heavy  rainfall j,  well  above  average  during  the  first 
quarter  of  the  year,  the  dry  spells  of  April  and  June  produced  a 
steady  fall  of  water  levels  at  all  storage  reservoirs® 

As  a precaution  against  continuing  dry  weather  during  the 
Autumn  the  emergency  intake  from  Eiver  Llynfell  at  Dan-yr-Ogof  caves 
was  brought  into  service  on  14th  June,  being  discontinued  on  l6th 
August® 

Rainfall  during  July  and  August  was  sufficient  to  prevent  any 
fall  in  water  levels  at  the  storage  reservoirs  and  very  heavy  rain 
during  September  ■=  when  rainfall  was  more  than  twice  the  monthly 
average  - resulted  in  all  reservoirs  filling  before  the  month  ended® 


Rainfall  for  the  year  was  higher  tlian  average  at  all 
reservoirs s being  5*01^  above  average  at  Usk,  21o05^  above  at 
Cray  and  8o095toabove  at  Lliwo 

Consumptiono 

Overall  consumption  showed  a marked  increase  during  the  year^ 
mainly  due  to  the  development  at  the  Cold  Reduction  Plant  of  the 
Steel  Company  of  Wales  at  Velindre*  The  hipest  rates- of 
consumption  were  during  July  and  September  as  the  closing  of  old 
type  tinplate  and  steel  works  towards  the  end  of  the  year  and 
restricted  working  at  Velindre  caused  some  fall  off  in  consumption 
towards  the  end  of  the  year« 

A total  of  5 *192,842 jOOO  gallons  of  water  was  supplied  during 
the  year  = an  average  of  14,227,C)00  gallons  per  day  “ being  an 
increase  of  QoSl%  over  the  1956  figure®  It  is  interesting  to  note 
that  the  increase  since  the  end  of  the  war  in  1945  is  44o41^o 

Water  was  drawn  from  the  various  sources  as  shown  in  Table  I 
belowo  It  will  be  noted  that  consumption  is  now  approaching  the 
safe  maintainable  yield  of  the  Undertakings  sources®  Should  the 
average  annual  increase  in  consumption  for  the  years  1928-1956  be 
continued  this  safe  maintainable  yield  will  be  exceeded  in  1959-1960® 
Thereafter  the  River  Llynfell  emergency  source  will  become  an 
essential  unit  of  the  Undertaking®  However,  the  agreement  covering 
the  use  of  this  source  will  lapse  in  1959  and  it  will  be  necessary 
to  consider  at  an  early  date  what  steps  should  be  taken  to  obtain 
continued  use  of  this  source  or  to  obtain  a new  source  elsewhere®

45o91^  Slid  G-ower  RoDoCo  5o90^o 

Negotiations  were  in  progress  with  the  Brecknock  RoDoCo  for  a 
bulk  supply  from  the  Usk  Reservoir  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the 
necessary  pipeline  to  carry  the  water  will  be  laid  during  1958o 
The  Corporation  has  agreed  to  supply  up  to  400^000  gallons  per  day 
to  this  Authority o

Trade  consumption  had  increased  by  some  12^  during  1956 g 
continued  to  rise  rapidly  during  1331  ^ increasing  to  129?^  of  the 
1956  figure® 

This  shaip  increase  conpares  with  an  average  growth  of  3o3^% 
over  the  previous  29  years  and  is  accounted  for  by  the  completion 
of  the  Cold  Reduction  Plant  at  Velindre® 

During  the  summer  months g before  this  works  commenced  short- 
time  woricingj,  the  quantity  of  water  supplied  daily  for  trade  purposes 
exceeded  the  quantity  supplied  for  Domestic  use  for  the  first  time 
in  the  history  of  the  Undertaking® 

Shipping  supplies  reflected  the  1957  recession  in  world  trade^ 
though  the  average  quantity  supplied  was  only  6^000  gallons  per  day 
lower  than  in  1956 o 

Filter  wash  water  was  substantially  higher  during  1957  “ *-11 
but  100^  increase  over  the  previous  year®  This  was  due  to  two  factors 

(a)  operational  difficulties  at  the  filtration  plants  of 
which  further  details  are  given  later  imder  "Treatment" g 

(b)  the  plant  Contractors  had  set  a reduced  rate  and  time 
for  washing  filters  early  in  1956®  During  that  year 
several  unsatisfactory  features  of  filter  operation 
became  apparent  and  both  the  rate  and  duration  of 
filter  washing  had  been  increased  to  remove  these 
difficulties  by  the  beginning  of  1957o

Unmetered  consumption  showed  considerable  variations  during  the 
year  and  was  particularly  high  during  the  warm  dry  weather  of  the 
summer  quartero  A maximum  of  6j,502j,000  gallons  per  day  was  recorded 
during  Junoo  Many  hosepipes  were  in  use  for  garden  watering  and 
evening  patrols  were  arranged  on  a number  of  occasions  to  ensure  that 
all  hosepipes  in  use  were  licencedo  Many  were  found  to  be 
unlicenced  and  similar  patrols  will  be  necessary  in  future  dry 
summers  «> 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a disappointing  rise  in  unmetered 
consumption  occurred  and  the  'satisfactory  returns  from  the  distribution 
waste  meter  system  suggested  this  mus"^  be  due  to  some  major  leakage 
on  trunk  mains o Intensive  efforts  to  trace  such  leakages  were  in 
hand  as  the  year  ended o 

Despite  this  increase  at  the  year  end  unmetered  consumption 
averaged  85s, 000  gallons  or  Oolh-%  less  during  the  year  than  in  1956 o 

Treat me ntc 


The  chemical  treatment  of  water  at  Grey  and  Lliw  continued  as  in 
earlier  years e The  equipment  at  Nantyrwydd  where  Cray  water  is 
treated  is  in  good  order  and  the  treatment  shed  erected  as  a 
"temporary”  measure  in  1938  has  been  repaired  and  is  in  reasonable 
order.  Chlorine  dosage  rates  have  varied  between  0,70  popom,  and 
0,80  popom,  according  to  the  time  of  year^  variations  being 
controlled  as  indicated  by  the  "residual  chlorine"  value  of  the 
water  in  the  trunk  mains.  The  Plant  is  hand  controlled  and  is 
adjusted  each  time  the  flow  conditions  are  varied  =>  ammonia  dose  is 
maintained  at  one  quarter  of  the  chlorine  dose. 

The  treatment  shed  at  Lliw  is  in  very  poor  condition. 

Constructed  of  timber  in  a damp  location  is  has  now  rotted  beyond 
repair.  For  three  years  it  has  been  the  wish  of  the  Department  to 
replace  this  old  hut  with  a more  permanent  building.  These  hopes 
have  been  frustrated  by  shortage  of  technical  staff  j,  and  in  the 
conditions  in  which  it  is  housed  the  automatic  chloramination  plant 
is  fast  deteriorating. 

During  1957  it  was  found  that  the  plant  which  is  automatic  in 
operation^  ioe,  the  rate  of  feed  of  chlorine  and  ammonia  is 
automatically  varied  as  the  flow  in  the  main  varies j,  was  consistently 
imder  dosing.  The  theoretic  dose  of  0,75  parts  per  million  of 
chlorine  was  not  achieved  and  the  actual  dose  was  little  more  than 
0,5  pop,me  The  fault  in  the  equipment  was  eventually  overcome  but 
only  careful  control  enables  the  correct  dosing  to  be  ma^^a^ed  and 
new  equipment  will  be  required  at  an  early  date.  No  Lli^^s  used 
within  the  Borough  save  at  the  loC,!,  Company  Works  at  Waunarlwydd, 
Despite  the  failure  to  achieve  a correct  dosage  rates  no  complaints 
were  received  from  the  Llwchwr  U,DoCo  in  whose  area  the  majority  of 
Lliw  water  is  used. 

Treatment  of  water  from  the  Usk  Reservoir  is  carried  out  at 
the  Bryngwyn  Filtration  Plant  whercj,  after  chemical  coagulation^ 
water  is  filtered  through  sand  beds  and  subsequently  sterilised  and 
corrected  to  prevent  corrosion  of  pipes  and.  plumbO'Sdvent 
tendencies. 

Water  reached  the  plant  in  a slightly  alkaline  state,  pH  7o3p 
and  with  a colour  of  10  « 20  Hazen  Units  except  after  periods  of 
high  winds  at  the  reservoir  when  the  colour  is  increased. 


At  the  start  of  the  year  a dose  of  32  popoHio  Aluminium 
Sulphate  was  added  as  coagulant  which  lowered  the  pH  to  6o4j)  and 
caused  a heavy  floe  to  form  in  the  reaction  tankso  After 
filtration  the  water  was  treated  with  a dose  of  lo4  popoffio 
Chlorine  and  12  popom©  Lime 5,  bringing  the  pH  of  the  final  water 
above  the  neutral  line  to  a slightly  alkaline  conditiono 

During  the  year  difficulties  were  encountered  with  all 
three  chemicals 

Aluminium  Sulphate© 

In  January  and  February  filter  runs  5,  ioe©  the  time  a filter 
bed  will  riin  before  cleaning  is  necessary j,  were  averaging  between 
30  and  40  hours©  This  was  somewhat  lower  than  anticipated  but 
no  great  concern  was  felt  as  this  stage  as  the  plant  was  dealing 
with  water  from  a new  and  therefore  *’dirty”  reservoir©  As  the 
year  advanced  the  length  of  filter  runs  gradually  shortened  and  in 
June  a marked  reduction  in  the  length  of  runs  occurred g with  the 
average  run  down  to  8 hours© 

The  Consulting  Engineers  and  Plant  Contractors  were  consulted 
and  early  in  July  a variation  of  the  treatment  process  was 
evolved©  By  12th  July  filter  runs  were  only  3=4  hours  and  the 
station  throughput  had  been  reduced  to  6 ©8  million  gallons  per  day  ■” 
85^  of  designed  capacity©  The  new  dosing  process  was  introduced  on 
that  date  and  immediately  the  filter  runs  improved  to  between  20 
and  30  hours 9 and  the  station  was  able  to  operate  at  full  capacity© 

The  new  process  involves  the  addition  of  Sulphuric  Acid  in 
place  of  part  of  the  Alum  coagulant  previously  added© 

Chlorine© 

G-reat  difficulty  was  encountered  in  adding  chlorine  in  the 
quantity  required  to  sterilize  the  water  after  filtration©  This 
defect  was  traced  to  the  failure  of  the  chlorinators  to  operate 
correctly  when  the  station  was  at  full  flow  = due  to  the  natural 
failure  of  water  pressure  in  the  inlet  main©  Various  actions  were 
taken  to  alleviate  this  defect  and  provision  has  been  made  for 
correction  of  these  water  supply  pressures  during  1958/l959o 

Lime© 

The  difficulties  encountered  in  dosing  Lime  in  the  correct 
proportion  continued  althou^  somewhat  lessened  by  the  use  of  a 
more  finely  ground  lime  imported  from  Buxton  in  place  of  South  Wales 
Lime  originally  used©  No  remedy  has  been  discovered  for  this 
trouble  and  it  seems  likely  that  this  will  be  one  of  the  most 
intractable  problems  that  will  have  to  be  overcome  at  this  station©

Tb.e  year  1957  was  one  of  limited  capital  expenditure  o Such 
as  there  was  being  for  new  mains  of  various  sizes  either  to  meet 
the  needs  of  new  housing  estates  or  to  improve  ^the  system  for 
primary  distribution  of  water  in  the  Borough o c 

The  only  constructional  work  in  hand  dioring  the  year  was  at 
Lower  Lliw  Reservoir  where  the  new  overflow  weir  was  completed  and 
brought  into*  serviceo 

The  larger  mains  in  hand  during  the  year  weres- 

(a)  a 12”  outlet  main  from  Clase  Reservoir  to  Morristonj, 
permitting  Morriston  Reservoir  and  the  Steel  Company 
of  Wales  Velindre  Plant  to  be  supplied  from  Clase 
Reservoir*  This  was  particularly  difficult  and  a 
dangerous  job  involving  excavation  to  a depth  of 

18  feet  in  very  broken  rock  for  a length  of  some 
150  yards* 

(b)  an  18”  and  12"  outlet  main  from  Clase  Reservoir  to 
Cwm  Level  Road^  started  in  19569  to  allow  the 
Cwmdonkin  Reservoir  and  the  Central  Town  Area  to  be 
supplied  from  the  Usk  rather  than  the  Cray  source* 

(c)  a 12”  and  9”  main  from  Ystrad  Road  to  Waunarluydd 
works  of  the  loCd*  Company  to  provide  water  for  the 
new  Titanium  Plant  erected  there  and  brought  into 
use  in  Aprils  1957 o 

In  addition  to  the  normal  mainliying  programme  for  housing 
estates  further  progress  was  made  during  the  year  with  the  instal- 
lation of  Pressure  Reducing  Vales  to  control  pressures  in  distrib- 
ution areas*  One  particularly  successful  installation  was  at  Sketty, 
where 9 by  reducing  pressures  by  some  150  feet  headj  biarsts  on 
communication  pipes  in  roadways  were  substantially  eliminated  and 
those  on  consumers  supply  pipes  markedly  reduced*  Similar 
satisfactory  results  have  been  obtained  wherever  these  reducing 
valves  have  been  installed  and  installations  will  continue  as 
circumstances  permit* 

Planning  of  new  capital  works  was  severely  restricted  by  lack 
of  technical  staff*  This  shortage  also  prevented  the  proper  super- 
vision and  planning  of  maintenance  work9  maintenance  of  statutory 
records  and  other  routine  duties  and  will  be  more  seriously  felt 
over  the  next  two  or  three  years* 

Difficulties  of  supply  on  the  East  Side  of  the  Borough  were 
fortuitously  removed  by  the  fall  in  demand  for  water  for  shipping 
at  the  Docks*  With  the  increased  consumption  in  the  Birchgrovej 
Trallwn  and  Bonymaen  areas 9 due  to  new  housing  constructiong  a 
revival  of  world  trade  which  would  be  followed  by  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  ships  using  the  port  will  inevitably  mean  a return 
of  these  difficulties  and  will  result  in  frequent  and  perhaps 
prolonged  breakdowns  in  the  water  supply  to  the  area* 

During  1957  a total  of  13 9 095  yards  of  main9  ranging  from  3” 
to  18”  diameter 9 were  laid  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  total 
length  of  mains  in  use  in  the  Department  was  381  miles  IO3I  yards 
ranging  from  3”  to  36”  in  diameter*

Pail  Closets® 

There  are  still  1,371  houses  within  the  Borough  without  water 
flushed  closets j these  have  pail  clossta,  which  are  emptied  weekly* 

The  work  is  carried  out  at  night  time  by  a crew  of  three  men  with  one 
mechanical  vehicle,  which  has  attachments  especially  designed  for  this 
class  of  work*  The  contents  are  di.scharged  direct  into  the  sewers* 

In  euidition  to  the  houses  with  pail  closets  there  are  a number 
drained  to  cesspools®  During  the  year  182  houses  were  dealt  with,  the 
frequency  of  emptying  varying  from  one  to  fifty  times,  representing 
1,600  single  operations®  Contents  are  discharged  from  the  machine 
direct  into  the  sewers. 

During  the  year  20  houses  drained  to  cesspools  were  provided  with 
sewerage  facilities® 

Stz^et  Cullies® 


Accumulations  of  grit  and  debris  were  removed  from  street  gullies 
at  intervals  of  between  six  and  seven  weeks.  After  emptying  and  cleans

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES® 


During  1957  the  programme  laid  down  by  the  Health  Committee  for 
the  construction  of  new  conveniences  was  oxirtailed  due  to  a ban  by 
the  Government  on  expenditure  on  such  works. 

However  the  convenience  at  Morriston  Park  and  that  at  Blackpill 
were  completed  and  opened  to  the  public.  Approval  and  loan  sanction 
was  received  for  the  construction  of  new  conveniences  at  Caer  Street 
and  King  George  Playing  Fields.  This  latter  convenience  being  on 
Corporation  land  was  commenced  during  the  year  while  the  Caer  Street 
convenience  will  be  commenced  early  in  1958* 

Small  improvements  and  painting  of  the  conveniences  continued 
during  the  yearj»  special  attention  being  given  to  the  temporary 
convenience  at  Bracelet  Bay*  owing  to  the  nature  of  its  construction. 


REFUSE  TIPS. 

The  new  refuse  tip  at  Uorristom  Brickworks  Clay  Fit  came  into 
operation  durizig  the  year  after  completion  of  the  oulverting  and 
drainage  works. 

Tipping  at  the  Clyne  refuse  tip  continued  in  the  area  near  the 
Derwen  Fawr  Road  where  during  1958  the  levelling  will  be  complete  and 
the  area  handed  over  to  the  Parks  Committee  for  layijag  out  as  playing 
fields • 

In  connection  with  Cleansing  the  Health  Committee  agreed  to  erect 
Mess  rooms  on  selected  sites  through  the  Borough.  These  Mess^  rooms 
are  to  contain  facilities  for  heating  of  water  and  food,  drying  room 
for  clothing,  washing  facilities,  lavatories  and  dining  room. 

Work  on  design  and  planning  of  these  proposals  followed  with  a 
view  to  actual  works  on  the  projects  being  commenced  diiring  1958.

POOD  and  DRUIS  LB&ISLATION, 

Legislation  relating  to  the  composition  and  labelling  of  food 
and  drugs,  the  wholesomeness  of  food  and  food  hygiene  is  contained 
in  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  1955  and  in  Regulations,  Statutory 
Instruments  and  Statutory  Rules  and  Orders  made  under  or  kept  in  force 
by  this  Act. 

Since  the  repealed  Pood  and  Drugs  Act  of  1938  was  drafted 
great  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  food  industry.  L/jany  new 
synthetic  chemicals  have  been  used  or  recommended  for  use  in  the  prep- 
aration of  food,  and  the  1955  Act  contains,  inter  alia,  new 
provisions  against  the  sale  of  food  containing  injurious  or  other 
undesirable  ingredients,  particularly  those  with  cumulative  effects, 
and  against  harmful  technological  processes. 

The  main  legislation  having  thusv  been  brought  up  to  date,  the 
kinister  of  Agriculture,  Pisheries  and  Pood  is  now  reviewing  some  of 
the  older  Regulations  and  Statutory  Instruments  and  Orders  with  the 
object  of  ensuring  that  they  take  account  of  modern  views,  practice 
and  conditions^  During  the  year  under  review  new  Public  Analysts 
Regulations  wlr^/lfrought  into  operation.  These  Regulations  prescribe 
the  qualifications  required  by  persons  appointed  to  be  Public 
Analysts  and  they  also  lay  down  the  form  of  certificate  of  analysis 
to  be  used.  While  the  qualifications  remain  imchanged,  the  form  of 
certificate  to  be  used  has  been  revised  and  it  gives  effect  to  some 
new  provisions  of  the  1955  Act.  Very  careful  consideration  has  also 
been  given  to  the  subject  of  colouring  matter  in  food,  amd  a brief 
account  of  the  investigations  made  is  given  below. 

Colouring  katter  in  Pood  - The  practicejof  colouring  food  is  very 
old.  References  are  made  by  Plii^  the  elder  to  the  colouring  of  wine, 
and  the  colouring  of  spices  and  condiments  was  practised  some  500  years 
ago.  Colours  were  probably  first  introduced  into  foods  to  mask  a 
deficiency  of  ingredients  such  as  eggs,  butter,  chocolate  and  fruit, 
or  to  improve  the  appearance  of  some  product  the  original  colour  of 
which  had  deteriorated  during  manufacture  or  storage.  Their  main 
purpose  today  is  to  give  a more  attractive  appearance  to  foods. 


no . 


Until  the  middle  of  the  19th.  century  the  only  colouring 
matters  available  were  derived  from  natural  sources j,  and  comprised 
mineral  pigments  and  colours  of  animal  or  vegetable  origin.  In  the 
latter  half  of  that  century  the  so-called  ’'coal-tar'*  colours j, 
discovered  about  1850,  began  to  be  used  in  foods.  These  coal-tar 
dyes  provided  a much  wider  range  of  colours  of  high  tinctorial 
power  and  of  greater  brilliance  than  those  hitherto  used.  Their 
use  rapidly  gained  favour  with  food  manufacturers  and  at  the  present 
time  they  have  largely  replaced  the  natural  colours. 

Soon  after  the  introduction  of  coal-tar  colours  as  food 
additives,  the  question  was  raised  whether  from  the  toxicological 
standpoint,  they  were  suitable  for  use  in  foods,  and  a number  of 
countries  controlled  their  use  by  legislation.  In  some  (including 
both  Canada  arid  the  U.S.A.),  only  a few  specifically  named  synthetic 
colours  were  allowed^  in  others,  colours  considered  unsuitable  for 
use  in  foods  were  banned. 

In  1923?  the  ■‘'Minister  of  Health  appointed  a Departmental 
Committee  to  enquire  into  the  use  of  preservatives  and  colouring  matters 
in  food,  and  so  far  as  the  latter  were  concerned,  the  Comndttee  recog- 
nised that  while  general  permission  to  use  any  colour  (with  certain 
specified  exceptions)  might  be  convenient  to  the  trade,  this  would 
allow  the  use  of  a very  large  number  of  dyes  about  which  there  was 
not  adequate  information  as  to  their  physiological  action.  The 
Committee  therefore  advised  that  the  proper  course  was  to  consider 
each  colouring  znatter  individually  and  to  approve  its  use  only  if  the 
evidence  demonstrated  that  it  was  harmless.  The  Government  of  the 
day  did  not  accept  this  recommendation,  however,  and  when  the  Public 
Health  (Preservatives,  etc.  in  Pood)  Regulations  were  made  in  1925  they 
prohibited  the  use  in  food  of  groups  of  colours  then  kno-vm  to  be 
harmful,  viz  g- 

(i)  Compouiids  of  any  of  the  eight  metals  - Antimony,  Arsenic, 
Cadmium,  Chromium,  Copper,  Lead,  Mercury  and  2inc. 

(ii)  The  vegetable  colouring  matter  - Gaaiboge. 

(iii)  Five  specified  yellow  and  orange  coal-tar  colours. 

During  the  last  "twenty  years  evidence  has  accumulated  which 
indicates  that  in  addition  to  these  five  prohibited  coal-tar  colours 
there  are  some  which  may  present  a health  hazard  if  used  in  food,  and 
others  having  a similarity  in  chemical  structure  must  be  regarded  with 
suspicion.  Thus,  for  exaxiple,  in  1937,  Kinosita  in  Japan  produced 
malignant  tumours  of  the  liver  in  rats  by  ingestion  of  the  colouring 
matter  known  as  "Butter  Yellow"  and  in  1949  Peacock  and  Kirby,  in 
Glasgow,  fovind  that  the  azo-dye  "Orange  Oil  E",  then  used  extensively 
for  colouring  margarine,  produced  a marked  tumour  of  the  liver  in  mice 
after  subcutaneous  injection  of  the  dye  in  arachis  oil.  Although 
interpretation  of  these  animal  experiments  is  difficzilt  and  complex, 
until  the  contrary  can  be  proved  suspicion  xnust  fall  on  any  colour 
proposed  for  use  in  foods  which  is  capable  of  producing  such  reactions, 
and  in  1950  a Joint  Committee  appointed  by  the  Society  of  Public 
Analysts  and  the  Pood  Group  of  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry 
produced  a memorandum  to  the  Ministers  of  Pood  and  Health  proposing 
revision  of  the  Preservatives,  etc.  in  Pood  Regulations  and  recommend- 
ing the  replacement  of  the  existing  prohibited  list  by  a permitt ed 
list  of  colours. 

Following  this  memorandum,  the  Pood  Standards  Committee 
appointed  by  the  Minister  of  Pood  set  up  a Preservatives  Sub= 

Committee  with  Sir  Charles  Dodds,  MoV.O.,  M.D.,  D.Sc.,  P.RoCoP. , 
P.RoIoC.,  PofioS. , as  Chairman,  to  review  the  Preservatives,  etc.,  in 
Pood  Regulations.  The  Report  of  this  Sub-Committee  on  the  subject 


of  Colouring  iiiiatters  -was  circulated  in  January j,  1955s)  and  after 
considering  representations  from  the  trade  and  other  interest Sj,  a 
Supplementary  Report  was  presented  in  Novembers  1955» 

The  Sub-Committee  realised  that  colour  could  be  used  to  mask 
the  use  of  inferior  ingredients  or  to  give  a f^se  impression  of 
quality^  but  it  was  considered  to  be  physiologically  sound  that 
food  should  be  presented  in  as  attractive  a form  as  possible*  The 
colouring  of  food  has  become  so  generally  accepted  that  it  is 
unlikely  that  the  purchaser  today  is  misledo  Without  the 
addition  of  colour  many  foods  would  lir>.we  a drab  unattractive 
appearances  and  provided  there  is  adequate  evidence  that  the  colours 
used  have  no  deleterious  effects  on  healxhg  they  saw  no  objection 
to  their  use  to  replace  natural  colour  lost  during  processings  to 
standarxiise  appearances  or  siiiply  to  render  a product  more  attractive. 
Control  must  be  designedj  howeverj  to  safeguard  public  health  as 
effectively  as  possibles  but  they  considered  that  the  Regulations 
of  1925s  whereby  almost  all  known  synthetic  colours  could  be  used, 
were  unsatisfactory  and  the  colours  permitted  to  be  used  should  be 
restricted  to  those  for  which  harmlessness  has  been  established  by 
adequate  biological  tests. 

After  a Ranel  of  the  medical  members  of  the  Sub-Commitrtae  had 
carefully  examined  all  the  available  pharmacological  evidence  beeir- 
ing  on  some  79  colours  which  were  either  in  use  or  had  been  suggested 
for  use,  and  had  reported  thereon,  the  Sub-Committee  made  the 
following  recofluiiendat ions  which  were  endorsed  by  the  Pood  Standards 
Gommitt  ee;- 

that  their  tentative  list  of  permitted  colours  be  accepted 
for  official  approval, 

the  list  of  approved  colours  should  be  periodically  reviewed  - 
say  5 years, 

specifications  of  purity  should  be  prescribed  and  published 
for  each  of  the  specified  colours, 

colours  (other  than  for  marking  purposes)  should  not  be 
permitted  to  be  used  in  milk,  or  in  or  upon  meat,  game, 
poultry,  fish,  frniit  or  vegetables  sold  in  the  raw  or 
unprocessed  state, 

food  colours  should  be  appropriately  labelled  and  that,  in 
general,  notification  of  the  presence  in  foods  of  added 
colour  shoiild  be  given  to  the  purchaser,  and 

an^  regulations  made  as  a result  of  their  recommendations 
should  apply  also  to  inport ed  foods. 

The  Government  accepted  all  these  recommendations  in  principle, 
and  indeed  almost  entirely  in  detail,  and  in  June  1957®  they  made 
the  Colouring  Matter  in  Food  Regi^ations,  1937  which  revoke  the 
provisions  of  the  iiiblic  Health  (Preservatives,  etc.  in  Pood) 
Regulations,  1925®  as  amended,  insofar  as  they  relate  to  colouring 
matter  in  food.  The  xnain  provisions  of  these  new  Regulations. 

(a)  prohibit  the  sale  or  importation  of  food  contsdning  any 
added  colouring  matter  other  than  - 

50  specified  coal-teir  colours, 

cairamel  and  cochineal, 

colouring  matters  natural  to  edible  fruits  and 
vegetables. 

13  other  specified  colours  of  vegetable  origin 

(including  carotene,  chlorophyll,  indigo,  safflower, 
saffron,  sauidalwood  and  turmeric)  which  may  be  the 
pure  colouring  principles  or  they  may  be  of  synethic 
origin. 


IIZl, 


5 coloxirs  from  mineral  sources,  viz.  Bole  or  iron 
oxide,  carbon  black,  titanium  dioxide,  ultramarine, 
and  solely  for  the  external  colouring  of  dragees 
and  the  decoration  of  sugar-coated  flour  confectionery, 
silver  or  aluminium  in  leaf  or  powder  form,  and 

the  aluminium  or  calcium  salts  (lakes)  of  any  of  the 
scheduled  water-soluble  colours. 

(b)  prohibit  the  sale  or  importation  of  meat,  game,  poultry, 
fish,  fruit  and  vegetables  in  a raw  or  unprocessed  state 
having  in  or  upon  them  (otherwise  than  for  marking  pur- 
poses) any  added  colouring  matter  at  all,  except  that 
citrus  fruit  may  have  permitted  colouring  if  niarked 
distinctly  and  legibly  on  the  skin  with  the  words 
"colour  added". 

(c)  prohibit  the  sale* or  advertising  for  sale,  of  any 

food  colouring  matter  which  is  not  a permitted  colouring 
matter  and  inpose  requirements  as  to  the  labelling  of 
permitted  colouring  matter  and  colouring  and  flavouring 
compounds. 

(d)  provide  that  where  certain  food  is  ce2rtified  by  a 
public  analyst  as  containing  colouring  matter  not 
permitted  by  the  Regulations,  that  food  may  be  treated 
for  the  purpose  of  S,  9 of  the  Rood  and  Drugs  Act,  1955$ 
as  being  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

The  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  has  stated  in 
the  House  of  Commons  that  the  list  of  permitted  coal-tar  colours 
will  be  reviewed  in  not  more  than  five  years"  time,  that  the  Govern- 
ment has  decided  that  specifications  of  purity  should  be  prescribed 
for  colours  on  the  permitted  list  and  that  the  Committee" s recommend- 
ations regarding  the  labelling  or  description  of  processed  foods 
containing  added  colour  will  be  considered  when  a comprehensive 
review  of  the  Labelling  of  Food  Order  is  undertaken. 

The  Regulations  becaime  law  on  the  30th  June,  1957?  but  the 
principal  provision  did  not  come  into  force  until  31st  December, 

1957?  for  sales  by  manufacturers,  until  the  30th  June,  1958,  for 
sales  by  wholesalers,  and  it  will  not  apply  to  sales  by  retailers 
until  the  30th  June,  1959»  The  Minister  has  stated,  however,  that 
"the  Government  hope  that  all  who  can  do  so  will  take  steps  immed- 
iately to  use  only  colours  on  the  permitted  list." 

SAMPLES  TAKEN  UNDER  THE  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,,  1955« 

The  total  rumber  of  samples  of  food  and  drugs  examined  during 
the  year  for  the  County  Borough  of  Swansea  was  608»  The  fact  that 
a sample  is  obtained  under  the  provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act 
does  not  prevent  action  being  taken  by  appropriate  Authorities  under 
other  legal  enactments,  and  therefore,  when  the  samples  were 
examined  and  reported  upon,  regard  was  given  to  all  relevant 
legislation.

The  total  number  of  saunplea  reported  upon  adversely  was  or 
8.8  per  cent,  of  the  samples  examined,  and  in  the  table  below  these 
figures  are  compaired  with  those  for  the  preceding  five  yeairs.

The  total  number  of  samples  submitted  under  the  Pood  aoi  Drugs 
Act  during  the  year  was  389o  Of  these  38^  were  taken  in  the  usual 
way  by  the  Sampling  Officers  from  roundsmen^  at  wholesale  dairies 
and  at  public  institutions^,  while  five  were  appeal-to-cow  samples* 
Preservatives  and  added  colouring  matter  were  not  found  in  any  of 
the  samples*  The  adulterated  and  otherwise  unsatisfactory  saimples 
are  classified  in  the  table  below*

Irfiost  of  the  samples  that  contained  less  than  the  legal  presumptive 
miniiijjm  of  3*0  per  cent®  of  fat  were  taiken  from  samples  of  raw  milk 
deliver^  to  dairies  and  they  were  described  on  the  labels  attached 
to  the  churns  as  morning  milk*  In  many  cases  they  v/ere  accompanied 
by  samples  of  afternoon  milk  from  the  same  cows  and  inveiriably  these 
were  rich  in  fat  so  that  the  fat  content  of  the  whole  consignment 
averaged  more  than  3 per  cent* 

The  freezing-point  test  confirmed  the  presence  of  added  water  in 
six  samples  of  ordinary  milk  that  contained  less  than  the  legal, 
presumptive  miniiaim  of  8*5  per  cent,  of  non-fatty  solids*  In  four  of 
these  the  amount  of  extraneous  water  present  was  very  smallj  which 
suggested  careless  draining  of  receptacles  rather  than  deliberate 
adtilteration*  The  vendors  were  cautioned  by  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  in  some  cases  further  samples  have  been  taiken  from  these 
sources  and  they  have  been  proved  to  be  genuine*  The  other  two  samples 
contained  large  quantities  of  added  water.  One  was  an  infomal 
sample  of  a farmer's  milk  taken  at  the  dairy  at  which  it  had  been 
delivered  and  it  was  found  to  contain  24  per  cent,  of  added  water. 

A subsequent  formal  sample  taken  from  the  producer  upon  delivery  of 
the  milk  to  the  dairy  contained  18  per  cent*  of  added  water.  Legal 
proceedings  were  taken  against  the  fhrmer  in  respect  of  this  formal 
sample  (J.284)  and  he  was  fined  £10  and  ordered  to  pay  £9o  9®  0*  costs. 


Appeal^to-cow  Samples  - These  are  samples  of  milk  taken,  by  a 
Sampling  Officer  after  he  has  very  carefully  supervised  the  milking 
of  the  cows  to  ensure  that  the  product  sampled  is  "milk  as  it  comes 
from  the  cows,  without  addition  or  subtraction  of  anything”*  They 
are  obtained  for  comparison  purposes  when  a previous  sample  from  the 
same  source  has  been  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  and  the  results  of 
their  analysis  show  the  con^osition  and  properties  of  the  unadul- 
terated milk  given  by  the  cows* 

During  the  year  under  review,  five  such  samples  were  taken* 

They  were  obtained  in  connection  with  the  sample  that  was  the 
subject  of  legal  proceedings  and  they  showed  that  the  cows  were 
producing  milk  of  good  quality,  normal  in  composition  and  having 
normal  freezing-points,  the  latter  ranging  from  -Oc54^^Go  to 
-0. 553°C. 

Channel  Islands  JViilk  - kilk  for  human  consumption  sold  under 
the  special  designations  ’’Jersey  kilk”,  ’’G-uernsey  kilk",  "Channel 
Islands  kilk"  and  "South  Devon  Milk"  must  be  the  produce  of  cows  of 
the  breed  indicated  by  the  name  and  must  contain  not  less  than  4o0 
per  cent,  of  fat.  An  extra  charge  may  be  made  for  such  milk* 

During  the  year  22  samples  of  Channel  kilk  were  examined,  two 
of  which  fell  below  the  prescribed  minimum  fat  content,  an  informal 
sample  containing  only  3,62  per  cent,  of  fat  and  a formal  sample 
3.95  per  cent,  of  fat. 

Comparison  of  the  average  composition  of  the  samples  of  Channel 
Islands  kilk  with  that  of  other  milk  is  made  in  the  next  table. 

Average  Composition  of  kilk  Samples  - The  average  composition 
of  all  the  milk  samples  submitted  during  the  year  is  given  in  the 
table  below.  The  average  composition  of  the  Channel  Islands  kilk  and 
of  the  "ordinary"  milk  samples  (i.e,  all  samples  other  than  Channel 
Islands  kilk)  is  also  shown.

It  will  be  observed  that  the’ average  composition  of  Channel 
Islands  Jdilk  is  much  superior  to  that  of  "ordinary"  milk  and  the 
results  ^rom  this  variety  are  in  accordance  with  the  general  finding 
that  milk  that  contains  a high  percentage  of  fat  also  contains  a high 
percentage  of  non-fatty  solids. 

In  the  next  table  the  average  composition  of  the  "ordinary  milk" 
samples  for  1957  is  compared  with  the  figures  for  the  previous  nine

It  will  be  noted  that  during  this  period  of  ten  years  there  has 
been  a gradual  decline  in  the  average  non-fatty  solids  content  of 
the  "ordinary  milk"  sampleso  The  average  content  of  solids-not-fat 
in  the  "ordinary  milk"  samples  taken  dxiring  1957  was  8.63  per  cent, 
which  is  not  significantly  different  from  the  average  of  8o62  per 
cento  in  1956  which  was  the  lowest  over  this  period.  Attention  has 
already  been  drawn  to  the  fact  that  80  of  the  362  samples  of  milk 
other  than  Channel  Islands  Milk  and  appeal-to-cow  samples  contained 
less  than  the  legal  presumptive  minijaum  of  8o5  per  cento  of  non-fatty 
solids  but  had  normal  freezing-points^  thus  indicating  that  they  had 
not  not  been  adulterated  by  the  addition  of  water  but  were  naturally 
poor  in  solids-not-fat o The  proportion  of  such  samples  falling 
below  the  presumptive  legal  standard  for  solids-not-fat  in  the  last 
eight  years  has  been  as  follows; -

These  figures  strongly  suggest  that  in  this  area  the  proportion 
of  milk  that  is  naturally  sub-standafd  as  regards  non-fatty  solids 
is  gradually  increasingj  and  the  fact  that  iiiost  of  such  samples  are 
obtained  in  the  late  winter  and  early  spring  months  sxiggests  that 
this  deterioration  in  the  compasitional  quality  of  milk  is  due  in  a 
large  measure  to  producers  failing  to  maintain  adequately  balanced 
rations  for  the  niard  at  this  time  of  the  year. 

In  1951s  a Working  Pairty  was  appointed  by  the  Government  "to 
examine  the  present  structure  of  producers’”'  prices  for  milk  and  to 
advise  whether  it  is  desirable  and  practicable  to  make  revisions  liiich 
would  promote  an  in^rovement  in  the  composition  and  quality  of  milk 
sold  off  farms  in  the  United  Kingdom,"  Their  report  was  published  in 
1953s  when  the  Working  Party  came  to  the  conclusion  that  - 

"there  has  been  some  deterioration  in  the  composition  of  milk 
in  England  and  Wales  over  the  past  30  years  and  that  the  decline  in 
solids-not-fat  has  been  more  marked  than  that  in  fat.  We  consider, 
however,  that  there  is  ad  so  evidence  to  suggest  that  the  decline  has 
been  arrested,  at  least  in  some  areas.  Nevertheless,  milk  of  poor 
compositional  quality  is  still  being  produced  throughout  the  year  by 

too  many  producers.  In  the  early  spring  and  occasionally  at  other 
seasons,  substantlid  quantities  of  milk  in  many  parts  of  England 
and  Wales  fall  below  the  presumptive  miniiauu  standards.  There  is 
therefore  no  cause  to  be  satisfied  with  the  present  level  of  milk 

quality  in  England  and  Wales  and  every  reason  for  taking  steps  to 

improve  it. 


The  Working  Party  rejected  on  economical  grounds  a suggestion 
of  payment  for  milk  on  a quality  basis  instead  of  by  volume  regard- 
less of  quality,  as  at  present,  and  recommended  a scheme  involving 
regular  testing  of  farmers’  supplies  coupled  with  an  advisoiy 
service,  which  would  deal  in  the  first  place  with  producers  found 
to  be  sending  in  milk  below  the  legal  presumptive  limits  of  3«0  per 
cent,  of  fat  and  8.5  per  cent,  of  solids-not-fat , the  ultimate 
sanction,  if  the  advice  was  not  acted  upon  or  the  composition  of  the 
milk  did  not  improve  in  a reasonable  time,  being  cancellation  of  the 
producer’s  contract  with  the  Mlk  iuarketing  Board.  The  Minister  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  invited  the  Joint  Committee  for  the 
Control  of  Milk  ^ality  which  was  established  in  19A-8  to  formulate 
and  operate  a scheme  on  the  lines  suggested  by  the  Working  Pgirty. 

This  scheme  for  improving  the  conpositional  quality  of  xailk  was 
brought  into  operation  on  the  1st  October,  1956  and  under  it  each 
producer’s  milk  is  sampled  and  tested  for  fat  and  solids-not-fat 
contents  at  least  once  a month  at  one  of  the  larger  dairies  aid. 
farmers  are  notified  whenever  the  milk  falls  below  the  presumptive 
limits.  At  the  end  of  the  first  year  (30th.  September,  1957) 
producers  were  classified  as  satisfactory  or  unsatisfactory  on  the 
basis  of  the  yearly  average  composition  calculated  from  the  monthly 
t est  s. 

A pleasing  feature  in  the  last  table  is  the  improvement  in  the 
average  fat  content  of  the  ordinary  milk  samples.  At  3»65  per  cent, 
this  is  higher  than*  in  any  year  since  1943>  and  it  may  be  that  the 
action  outlined  above  is  ailready  having  some  effect  on  the  fat 
content  of  the  milk,  but  if  the  average  compositional  quality  of 
milk  is  to  be  restored  to  its  pre-war  level,  it  seems  to  me  that 
progress  under  this  scheme  is  likely  to  be  very  slow  and  that  much 
more  rapid  improvement  would  be  effected  if  the  Government  gave  notice 
that  after  a certain  time  (say  five  years)  the  present  presumptive 
limits  in  the  Sale  of  Milk  Regulations  would  be  made  absolute  standazds. 
The  Working  Party  did  consider  such  a proposal,  but  it  was  rejected  on 
the  grounds  that  it  would  reduce  the  amount  of  milk  available  for 
liquid  consumption  and  that  "both  producers  and  distributors  would 
resent  a departure  from  the  traditional  view  that  milk  as  it  comes 
from  the  cow  is  genuine.  " The  point  of  view  of  the  housewife  seems 
to  have  been  relegated  to  the  background.  I am  sure  she  would  resent 
being  supplied  with  milk  of  poor  quality  if  she  knew  this  to  be  the 
case.  She  buys  milk  for  the  nourishment  of  her  family,  and  she  is 
not  concerned  whether  its  poor  quality  is  due  to  poor  feeding  of  the 
cows,  to  natural  causes  or  to  adulteration  of  milk  of  better  quality. 
The  effect  on  the  mtrititive  value  of  the  milk  is  the  same.  So 
long  as  the  limits  in  the  Sale  of  Milk  Regulations  are  "presumptive" 
only,  and  the  law  regards  milk  as  genuine  if  it  is  "as  it  comes  from 
the  cow"  the  breeding  of  milch  cows  for  quantity  rather  than  for 
quality  seems  inevitable.  Indeed,  such  a policy  may  be  regarded  as 
a legitimate  proposition.

The  table  includes  examples  of  irregularities  in  the  labelling 
of  pre-packed  articles  of  food^  contraventions  of  official  or 
recommended  standards  of  compositions  instances  of  excessive 
contamination  with  arsenic  and  tin,  and  of  deterioration  due  to 
mould  growth  (in  lemonade  and  orangead^  and,  in  the  case  of  the 
nerve  tablets,  to  long  storage. 

Suitable  action  was  taken  by  the  Chief  Public  HesLLth 
Inspector  in  respect  of  these  unsatisfactory  sacples.  Brief 
reference  to  some  of  them  and  to  certain  other  articles  is  made 
below. 

Cake  - A sample  described  as  "Butterfull''  Cake  contained  21.7 
parts  per  cent,  of  fat  of  which  only  3o5  parts  were  butter- fat. 

The  caJce,  ishich  weighed  approximately  12  ounces,  contained  2^ 
ounces  of  fat  of  the  natxare  of  margarine  fat  and  less  than  half  an 
ounce  of  butter,  which  amount  in  my  opinion  is  insufficient  to 
Justify  the  description  "Butterfull”.  In  view  of  legal  proceed- 
ings in  respect  of  a similarly  described  sample  which  contained  no 
butter  at  all  being  dismissed  by  the  Swansea  Stipendiary  Magistrate 
in  1952,  the  Town  Clerk  advised  that  no  action  be  taken  in  respect 
of  this  further  sample. 

Ice-cream  - Ice-cream  is  required  to  contain  not  less  than  5 
per  cent,  of  fat,  7»5  per  cent,  of  milk  solids  other  than  fat,  and 
10  per  cento  of  sugar  of  vhich  at  least  7<>5  per  cent,  must  be 
sucrose.  During  the  year  under  review  32  samples  of  ice-cream  were 
submitted  for  chemical  analysis  and  with  the  exception  of  four 
informal  samples  that  contained  2o6^o,  3*3^j  4-.0^  and  4»8>'o  of  fat 
respectively,  they  complied  with  the  standardo  Rirther  samples 
from  these  four  soxirces  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

Two  of  the  vendors  of  the  unsatisfactory  samples  blamed  a 
proprietary  ice-cream  powder  from  which  the  ice-cream  had  been 
prepared  for  the  deficiency  in  fat,  but  a sample  of  this  powder  was 
submitted  for  analysis  and  the  results  showed  that  if  the  ice-cream 
had  been  made  in  accordance  with  the  directions  supplied  with  the 
powder  it  would  have  contained  10  per  cent,  of  fat. 

The  average  fat  content  of  the  32  sanples  was  7*5  per  cent. , 
the  highest  fat  content  being  12.9  per  cent.  The  total  solids 
ranged  from  28.5  to  40.3  per  cent.,  the  average  being  34.5  per  cent. 

Teh  of  the  samples  contained  starch. 

When  the  ice-cream  standard  was  first  introduced  in  1951j  it  was 
announced  that  the  Minister  of  Pood  regarded  the  standard  as  an  interim 
one  and  that  he  proposed  progressively  to  improve  the  quality  as 
supplies  of  ingredients  became  more  plentiful.  Supplies  having  been 
freely  available  for  some  time,  the  Pood  Standards  Committee  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Pood  has  reviewed  the  standard 
and  in  September,  1957si  it  recommended  that  the  Pood  Standards  (Ice- 
cream) Order,  1933s>  be  amendedg- 

(a)  to  provide  that  the  description  "dairy  ice-cream"  may  only 
be  applied  to  ice-cream  in  which  the  whole  of  the  fat  is 
milk  fat. 

(b)  to  make  provision  for  a "milk  ice"  that  shall  contain  not 
less  than  2.5  per  cent,  of  milk  fat,  not  less  than  7 per 
cent,  of  milk  solids- not- fat  and  no  fat  other  than  milk  fat. 

(c)  to  prohibit  the  use  of  saccharin  in  ice-cream  and  revoke 
the  present  provisions  relating  to  siigar  content. 

(d)  to  prohibit  the  use  of  milk  or  milk  products  in  "Parev" 
(Kosher)  ice.

Meat  Pies  - The  two  samples  of  meat  pies  had  vastly  different 
meat  contents..  One  contained  30  per  cent,  of  meat  but  the  filling 
in  the  other  consisted  of  a small  quantity  of  a thick  brown  sludge 
across  one  comer  of  the  bottom  of  the  pie.  When  the  meat  content 
was  calculated  as  lean  meat  containing  15^  of  fat  - as  suggested  to 
the  Association  of  Public  Analysts  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Pood,  in  order  to  avoid  difficulties  associated  with 
the  transfer  of  fat  from  the  meat  filliiig  to  the  pastiy,  this 
proved  to  be  only  11  per  cent,  whereas  the  Council  of  the  Assoc- 
iation of  Public  Analysts  considers  that  meat  pies  should  contain 
not  less  thani'.iy  per  cent,  of  such  meat,  though  they  recognised 
that  many  meat  pies  contain  much  more  than  the  minimum  tentatively 
recommended.  The  vendors  of  this  unsatisfactory  article  were 
cautioned  by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

Nerve  Tablets  - It  was  stated  on  the  label  on  a sample  of 
Nerve  Tablets  that  each  tablet  contained  100  International  Units  of 
Vitamin  A. 

The  tablets  were  found  to  contain  no  Vitamin  A,  but  the 
spectrophotometic  assay  showed  that  while  this  was  present  originally 
it  had  become  oxidised  -and  of  no  therapeutic  value. 

Food  Colouring  - A black  colouring  matter  for  laverbread  which 
is  used  at  certain  seasons  of  the  year  to  maintain  a unifom  colour 
in  this  article  throughout  the  year  consisted  of  carbon  black  with 
three  water-soluble  coal-tar  colours  - one  red,  one  blue  and  the  other 
orange.  The  red  and  blue  colours  are  among  those  permitted  by  the 
Coloiiring  iiatter  in  Pood  Regulations,  1957  but  the  orange  dye  is  not 
in  the  permitted  list.  Although  the  new  Regulations  do  not  come  into 
operation  as  regards  retail  sales  until  the  30th  June,  1959s>  the 
Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Pood  has  requested  that  all  who 
can  do  so  will  take  steps  imLiediately  to  use  only  colours  on  the 
permitted  list.

ATLOSPHEHIG  POLLUTION. 


"Air  pollution  *0.  needs  to  be  combated  with  the  same 
conviction  and  energy  as  were  applied  one  hundred 
years  ago  in  securing  pure  watero" 

“ Heport  of  the  Beaver  Committee  on  Air  Pollutions  1954’0 

Airing  the  last  ten  years,  and  particularly  since  the  severe 
and  protracted  "smog"  in  London  in  December  1952,  there  has  been  a 
widespread  increase  in  the  recognition  of  clean  air  for  national 
well-being,  and  this  has  resulted  in  an  unprecedented  growth  in  the 
scheme  - known  as  "The  Investigation  of  Atmospheric  Pollution  - 
whereby  Local  Authorities  and  other  organisations  co-operate  with 
the  Fuel  Research  Station  of  the  Department  of  Scientific  and 
Industrial  Research  by  making  measurements  of  atmospheric  pollution* 

A short  account  of  the  development  and  functions  of  this 
organisation  was  given  in  the  report  of  your  Analyst  for  the  year 
1954  (vide  Annual  Report  of  the  kedical  Officer  of  Health  for 
Swansea  for  the  year  1954',  Pcp.  101  and  102). 

One  of  the  functions  of  the  Fuel  Research  Station  is 'to  carry  out 
the  supervision,  co-ordination  and  collation  of  the  local  records  of 
atmospheric  pollution  and  to  advise  on  research  into  the  amount, 
nature  and  prevention  of  the  pollution."  Though  the  object  of  the 
Investigation  of  Atmospheric  Pollution  is  to  obtain  exact  scientific 
information,  its  ultimate  purpose  is  to  give  assistance  to  public 
authorities  and  to  industry  in  dealing  with  the  smoke  problem  and  with 
public  health  questions  arising  out  of  it,  and  to  this  end  a Standing 
Conference  of  Go-operating  Bodies  has  been  established  to  which  all 
who  are  taking  part  in  the  work  or  who  are  contributing  to  the 
research  funds  are  entitled  to  send  representatives.  In  this  way  the 
closest  possible  contact  is  made  between  the  Department,  as  responsible 
to  the  direction  of  the  work,  and  the  representatives  of  Local 
Authorities  and  Industry,  as  responsible  for  measurements  and  the 
practical  application  of  the  results.  In  the  Report  of  the  Standing 
Conference  for  the  ten  years  ended  31st  liarch,  1954s  which  was 
published  in  December,  1955s  i't  is  stated  that  the  Conference  "has 
followed  with  satisfaction  the  expansion  of  the  work  during  the  post- 
war period,  and  can  note  with  some  pride  that  the  research  has  been  ably 
backed  by  a rapid  extension  of  the  use  of  measuring  instruments  by  the 
co-operating  bodies."  This  is  "encouraging  evidence  that  Local 
Authorities  are  seriously  concerned  to  ascertain  and  keep  a watch  on 
the  state  of  the  atmosphere  in  their  areas." 

The  Swansea  rhbLic  Health  Department  has  participated  in  this 
scheme  since  1st  January,  1954si  when  a standard  deposit  gauge  and  a 
"lead  peroxide  candle"  were  installed  on  the  roof  of  the  Scala  Cinema 
in  Pentreguinea  Road,  St.  Thomas.  On  the  1st  July  1954s  similar 
instruments  were  put  into  operation  on  the  roof  of  the  Guildhall  and  at 
Llansamlet . 

The  deposit  gauge  is  used  to  measure  the  rate  at  which  atmospheric 
pollution  is  deposited  and,  by  inference,  the  rate  at  which  it  is 
emitted  into  the  air.  It  consists  essentially  of  a glass  bowl,  12  inches 
in  diameter,  which  drains  into  a bottle  of  about  10  litres  capacity, 
and  after  it  has  been  exposed  on  the  site  for  one  calendar  month  the 
extent  of  pollution  by  deposited  matter  is  determined  by  analysis  of 
the  solid  and  liquid  fractions  collected.  The  full  examination  of  the 
deposit  includes  the  determination  of  the  volume  of  liquid  (rain) 
collected,  its  pH  value,  and  its  content  of  calcium  chloride  and 
sulphate  ions  and  of  total  dissolved  matteri  the  undissolved  matter 


the  dissolved  matter  is  weighed  and  analysed  for  ashj,  ''tar'‘  (ioeo 
materia?,  soluble  in  carbon  disulphide),  and  other  combustible  mattero 

The  lead  peroxide  candle  serves  for  the  measure  of  sulphur  gases 
in  the  air®  One  of  the  mosi:  deleterious  products  of  the  combustion 
of  fuels  is  sulphur  present  in  the  form  of  its  oxides,  mainly 
sulphur  dioxide o Sulphur  dioxide  is  discharged  into  the  atmosphere 
with  the  chimney  gases  wherever  fuel  in  the  form’  of  coal,  coke,  fuel 
oil  or  unpurified  ^ases  is  burnt s A relatively  small  proportion  of 
the  sulphur  contained  in  solid  fuels  is  retained  in  the  ashes,  but 
the  bulk  of  it  goes  into  the  atmosphere*  It  was  estimated  by  the 
Beaver  Gomiiiittee  on  Air  Pollution  that  in  Great  Britedn,  in  the 
year  1953s  less  than  5«2  million  -^ons  of  sulphur  dioxide  were 
discharged  into  the  atmosphere  from  the  consumption  of  coal,  coke 
and  oilo 

In  the  lead  peroxide  method  of  measuring  sulphur  dioxide,  a 
small  porcelain  cylinder  or  "candle"  coated  with  lead  peroxide  is 
exposed  to  the  air  for  one  month  and  then  analysed  for  sulphates, 
since  the  sulphur  dioxide  taken  up  from  the  air  is  oxidised  by  the 
lead  peroxide  to  sulphate*  To  protect  the  candle  from  rain  and 
external  damage  during  exposure  it  is  housed  in  a louvered  box* 

The  results  are  expressed  in  empirical  units,  viz,  milligrams 
of  sxilphur  trioxide  per  day  per  100  square  centimetres  of  standard 
lead  peroxide  exposed  in  the  standard  apparatus j they  thus  provide 
comparative  data  only,  but  they  do  sdxIz  afford  a means  of  comparing 
the  intensity  of  pollution  of  the  air  by  sulphur  gases  at  different 
places  and  times  and  they  give  a useful  indication  of  the  relative 
effects  of  polluted  atmospheres  upon  buildings,  stonework,  metals 
and  paints.  It  should  be  noted  that  even  if  visible  smoke  and  grit 
emission  from  chimneys  are  prohibited  and  smokeless  zones  become 
more  common,  sulphur  gases  will  still  be  released  into  the 
atmosphere  wherever  coal,  smokeless  solid  fuel  or  oil  is  burned, 
and  it  is  these  invisible  gases  which  cause  such  damage  to  man, 
property  and  vegetation, 

Swansea  lieasurements  for  1957  ” The  monthly  results  obtained 
at  the  Sto  Thomas,  Llansamlet  aind  Guildhall  stations  during  the  year 
are  given  in  Tables  A,  B and  G, 
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Owirig  to  a mishap  whicsh  resulted  in  very  little  rain  water  being  collected  during  January^  the  Deposit  Gauge  results  recorded  for 
this  month  are  the  mean  of  those  for  the  other  five  winter  months. 
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Deposited  Matter  - It  will  be  observed  from  these  tables  that 
at  ear'i  of  the  tixree  stations  widely  differing  quantities  of  material 
are  often  collected  in  the  deposit  gauge  in  successive  months®  This 
is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  rate  of  deposition  of  pollution  in  any 
one  specified  locality  depends  not  only  on  the  fuel  consumed  in  that 
locsility  but  also  on  rainfall^  the  strength  and  direction  of  the  wind 
and  other  variable  meteorological  factors®  Hence,  only  a small  part 
of  the  differences  is  due  to  variations  in  the  rate  at  which 
pollution  is  emitted®  On  an  average  over  a long  time,  however,  raih- 
fall,  wind,  and  the  other  meteorological  variables  are  approximately 
the  same,  so  that  changes  in  the  emifi^ion  of  atmospheric  pollution  cam 
be  detected®  Experience  has  shown  that  reliable  conclusions  can  be 
drawn  from  the  data  gathered  at  th.  ^est-site  over  periods  of 

five  years,  amd  for  this  reason  it  is  the  practice  of  the  Fuel 
Research  Station  to  issue  periodically  reports  in  which  comparison 
is  made  of  these  five-yearly  averages®  In  this  way  changes  in  the 
amount  of  atmospheric  ijont  ami  nation  can  be  determined  and  their 
significfitfice  can  be  statistically  assessed®  Trends  in  pollution  are 
thus  ascertained® 

At  the  Fuel  Research  Station  the  data  in  respect  of  deposited 
matter  obtained  at  each  site  is  used  also  to  investigate  seasonal 
changes  and  for  this  purpose  six=>monthly  summer  and  winter  averages 
are  calculated,  the  six  months  April  to  September  inclusive  being 
termed  the  "summer”  months  and  the  six  months  January,  February,  March, 
October,  November  and  December  are  the  "winter"  months® 

If,  as  a result  of  accident  or  other  cause,  there  are  no  figures 
for  one  of  the  "summer"-*  or  "winter"  months,  it  is  the  general  practice 
to  insert  for  this  month  the  average  of  the  other  five  months  for  the 
pxirpose  of  cailculating  the  Annual  Total  Deposit  or  the  Monthly  Averages 
for  the  year®  Similarly,  if  for  any  six-monthly  period  results  for 
two  of  the  months  are  not  available,  the  average  of  the  other  four 
months  is  inserted  for  the  "missing  months"  unless  the  missing  results 
are  for  consecutive  months,  in  which  case  no  annuaJL  total  or  monthly 
averages  are  recorded®  Unfortunately,  when  the  bottles  were  changed  on 
1st  February,  1957  it  was  found  at  the  Llansamlet  station  that  the 
rubber  tubing  connecting  the  collecting  bowl  with  the  receiving 
bottle  had  perished  and  split  and  that  little  rain-water  had  been 
collected®  The  results  obtained  were  obviously  not  correct  and  in 
table  E the  results  recorded  for  the  month  of  January  are  the  average 
of  the  other  five  winter  months® 

Table  D shows  the  total  amounts  of  the  various  pollutants 
deposited  at  the  three  Swansea  stations  during  19579  while  in  tables 
B,  F and  G the  results  at  each  station  are  compared  with  those  of 
previous  years®

Prom  Table  D it  will  be  seen  that  dirring  1957  the  rate  of 
deposition  of  solid  matter  was  slightly  higher  at  the  Llansamlet 
station  (325  tons  per  square  mile  per  year)  than  at  the  Sto  Thomas 
station  (306  tons),  and  was  lowest  at  the  Guildhall  site  (171  tons)® 


From  Table  E it  will  be  observed  that  the  substantial  reduction 
in  the  amount  of  deposited  matter  at  St.  Thomas  noted  in  1956  has 
been  maintained j,  the  total  deposit  for  the  two  yeaxs  1956  and  1957 
being  almost  identical. 

Table  F shows  that  there  was  an  increase  in  the  weight  of  matter 
deposited  at  the  Llansamlet  station  when  compaired  with  the  previous 
year  (325  tons  per  square  mile  per  year  as  against  277  tons  in  1956) 
but  the  amount  was  not  as  high  as  in  1955  (343  tons). 

Table  G-  shows  there  was  a slight  reduction  in  deposition  of 
solid  matter  at  the  Guildhall,  but  this  is  insufficient  to  be  of 
significance. 

It  is  interesting  to  compare  these  figiares  with  high,  average 
and  low  values  obtained  at  sites  maintained  by  Co-operating  Bodies 
during  the  year  ended  3l3t  March,  1955*  and  recorded  in  the  Report 
of  the  Director  of  Fuel  Research  on  the  Investigation  of  Atmospheric 
Pollution  for  that  year.

The  "high”  values  are  arithmetic  means  for  the  six  sites  at 
which  the  six  greatest  deposits  for  the  whole  year  were  observed, 
the  "average”  values  refer  to  all  the  sites  (some  700)  at  which 
deposit  gauges  were  in  operation,  and  the  "low"  values  are  the 
arithmetic  means  for  the  six  sites  at  which  the  six  lowest  deposits 
for  the  whole  year  were  observed.  The  pollution  in  the  imaediate 
neighbourhood  of  the  Guildhall  is  below  the  average  of  all  the  sites, 
but  obviously  there  is  room  for  much  icprovement  in  the  St.  Thomas 
and  Llansamlet  areas. 

Sulphur  Pollution  during  1957  " The  results  of  the  measurements 
of  the  sulphur  gases  in  the  atmosphere  by  the  lead  peroxide  method 
are  given  in  Tables,  A.  B and  C on  pages  ^ '^7  inclusive. 

This  method  of  estimating  sulphur  gives  a measure  of  the  activity  of 
attack  of  the  sxilphur  pollution  upon  buildings,  building  stones  and 
materials.  A dean  rural  atmosphere  will  give  an  average  active 
sulphur  pollution  figure  of  approximately  0.25  mgsa.  SO:^  per  100  sq. 
cms.  per  day,  while  heavily  polluted  industriail  areas  give  an 
average  figure  of  5 or  more  mgms.  SO^  per  100  sq.  cms.  per  day.  The 
seasonal  and  yearly  variations  at  the  three  stations  for  1957  are  shown 
in  the  table  below,  together  with  the  daily  averages  for  the  years  1955 
and  1956.

As  in  previous  years,  pollution  v/ith  sulphur  gases  was  greatest 
at  the  Sto  Thomas  Station  and  least  at  the  Guildhall , while  Llan.saxnlet 
was  smediat  3.  There  was  a marked  reduction  in  this  type  of 
pollution  in  the  nei^bourhood  of  the  Guildhall,  but  the  variations 
from  the  results  of  the  previous  years  at  the  other  two  stations  were 
small  and  not  likdL.y  to  be  of  signif icanceo 

The  Extent  and  Effects  of  Air  Pollution  - The  smoke  from 
domestic  appliances  is  estimated  at  about  1,000,CX)0  tons  per  annum  or 
about  one-half  of  the  total  smoke  emitted,  although  the  coal  consumption 
for  domestic  purposes  is  only  about  cue-sixth  of  the  total  coal. 

Sulphur  dioxide  emitted  into  the  atxaosphere  from  burning  fuels  is 
estimated  at  5j500,000  tons  per  anrcua,  f which  about  5s)000,000  tons 
is  from  coal  and  500,000  tons  from  oil.  The  grit  and  dust  emitted  from 
the  burning  of  coal  amounts  to  about  1,000,000  tons  per  annum  mainly 
from  industrial  undertakings®  The  increased  use  of  small  sized  high 
ash  coal  has  accentuated  the  problem. 

The  effects  of  this  pollution  can  be  observed  in  the  blackening 
of  buildings  and  their  deterioration,  the  corrosion  of  metalwork,  the 
rotting  of  leather  and  fabrics,  and  the  detrimental  effects  on  agric- 
ulture. The  effects  on  health  are  most  noticeable  in  periods  of 
polluted  fog,  as  instanced  hy  the  A>000  additional  deaths  in  London 
during  the  "smog"  period  of  -Oeoember,  1952. 

The  cost  of  air  pollution  in  Great  Britain  has  been  estimated  at 
£250,000,000  per  anniam,  equivalent  to  £10  per  head  of  population  in  the 
black  areas  and  £5  per  head  over  the  whole  population,  This  excludes 
the  loss  of  £25  - 50,000,000  from  the  imperfect  combustion  of  coal. 

These  figures  give  some  idea  of  the  magnitude  - and  the  worthf» 
wholeness  - of  the  task  of  the  Clean  Air  Council  in  reviewing  the 
progress  made  in  abating  the  pollution  of  the  air.  This  Council  was 
constituted  under  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  and  its  mecibers  include 
representatives  from  local  government,  general  indust ly,  scientific 
research,  the  fuel  and  pov/er  industries,  the  railways  and  shipping. 

It  held  its  first  meeting  in  July,  1957 j»  under  the  Chairmanship  of 
the  Mnister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  idr.  Henry  Brooke.  Oxm 
of  the  meiibers  is  Sir  Hugh  Beaver,  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Air  Pollution  on  whose  Report  the  Clean  Air  Act  is  based.  Some  of 
the  provisions  of  the  Act,  including  powers  enabling  local  authorities 
to  establish  "sBiDke  control  areas”  have  been  in  force  since  the 
beginning  of  1957 > and  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Government  to  bring 
the  remaining  provisions  of  the  Act  into  operation  on  the  1st  June, 

1958, 


WATER  SUPPLIES* 


Thirty-six  samples  of  water  were  submitted  by  the  Public  Health 
Department  for  chemicals  physical  and  microscopical  examinationo  They 
included  samples  from  the  Usk,  Gray  and  Dan-yr-Ogof  supplies j the 
former  being  sampled  at  the  Usk  Reservoir,  at  the  Bryngwyn  Filtration 
Works  and  in  the  course  of  distribution. 


The  samples  of  Cray  water  were  very  soft,  the  hardness  varying  from 
20  to  26  parts  per  million,  and  that  from  the  Dan-yr-Ogof  had  a hardness 
of  118  parts  per  million,  i.e.  it  was  slightly  hard.  The  hardness  of 
the  untreated  Usk  samples  ranged  from  29  to  39  parts  per  million  and 
the  treated  water  from  36  to  58  parts  per  million,  i.e*  it  varied 
between  "soft'*  and  ”modorately  soft”. 


The  raw  Usk  water  frequently  contained  a trace  of  Manganese,  and 
on  the  11th  November,  1957ji  a sample  taken  at  the  inlet  to  the  Bryngwyn 
Filter  ¥lent  contained  in  solution  0.7  part  per  million  of  this  metal, 
but  this  was  removed  during  treatment,  and  generally  the  piped  supply 

was  free  from  Manganese. 

The  Waterworks  Department  submitted  seven  saxuples  of  water  for 
examination,  six  of  which  had  reference  to  the  efficiency  of  the 
treatment  processes  and  the  other  was  in  connection  with  a consumer”  s 
oemplaint  regarding  the  taste  of  the  water.

The  results  obtained  were  vastly  different  from  the  amoxmts 
guaranteed,  the  deficiencies  in  nitrogen  and  soluble  phosphoric  acid 
and  the  excesses  of  insoluble  phosphoric  acid  and  potash  were  all  outside 
the  limits  of  variation  permitted.

Three  other  sauries  of  Compound  Fertilisers^  the  Sulphate  of 
Ammonii.  and  the  Flaked  Itoize  were  found  to  have  one  of  more  of  the 
declared  ingredients  slightly  in  excess  of  the  amount  stated  after 
allowance  had  been  made  for  the  variation  permitted  by  the
